ADJOURNMENT FAR FROM SIGHT. 


Wasuinaton, D. C.,° duly 22.—| Special. }-— 
Supporters of the Anti-Option bill in the Sen- 
ate are now ready to admit that it will prob- 
Cush Davis, 
Washburn’s colleague, said tonight he thought 
this would be the outcome. Davis, while less 
demonstrative than Washburn, has been 
equally earnest in supporting the legislation, 
and has given it the benetit' of his legal knowl- 
edge. He has, therefore, declined to admit 
that the bill would not pass at this session, 
but he now recognizes too many unfavorable 
conditions to feel assured of its passing. If it 
goes over the understanding is that this will 
be by an arrangement which will insure a vote 
at the short session: In the meantime there 
will be several months in which to work 
changes in the bill, 

Anti-option Senators are hammering away

. time. The task has proven greater than they 


supposed, yet they shew no signs of shirking 


- . jt, When they started in everybody thought 


the resolution fer the adjournment of_Con- 


gress would be before the Senate by this, 


time. But it is not, and cannot possibly 
‘be acted on in the Senate till the middle 
of next week. There are enough reserve 
Senators to fill up an interval, though some 
of them confess that the business is getting 
tedious. The point is that after a little 
more discussion, Washburn will be justified 
in asking the Senate to fix aday for voting. 


- Tt need not be said that he will not get this 


done, as it requires unanimous consent. But

Mr. White Resumes His Argument. 


Mr. White resumed his argumenf in the 
Senate in opposition to the bill. He called 
attention to the anomaly that, if the bill haa 
not specially excepted the government of the 
United States, the government would have 
been amenabie to the penalties of the bill. 
Were not all the bids for supplies, he asked, 
that were tendered to the government made 
by parties who did not, at the time the con- 
tracts were made, own the supplies? The coal 
Which they contracted to furnish they had 
themselves to contract for with the miners 
who had still to mine it.

White said that before that system came into 
existence, the cotton business was confined to 
large capitals. Large fortunes were required 
to carry and hold the product, whereas, under

on a footing of equality, and men with small 
capital were the equals of men with large 
capital. ; 

He proposed now, he said, to summarize 
the benefits which the “ future ”’ system con- 
ferred on the cotton planter by an examina- 
tion of the state of the cotton trade before 
and after the “future” period. He proposed 
to demonstrate that the “ future ”’ system had 
been a merciful blessing to the Southern cot- 
ton planter and to the cotton trade, and that 
its destruction would entail on both this year 
a loss of over $100,000,000, 


Mr. Pillsbury Quoted. 

As to the effect of the “‘ future”’ system on 
wheat Mr, White quoted Mr. Pillsbury’s tes- 
timony before the House Committee on Agri- 
_ culture to the effect that for the last ten years 
the millers had paid more for their wheat than 
they had got from the flour made from it. If 
that were the case Mr. White would like to 
know what became of the argument that un- 
der the “‘ future ” systein the farmers did not 
receiveétfor their wheat as much as they other- 
wise would have done. 

As to the cotton trade, he sent to the Clerk’s 
desk and had read telegrams from many cot- 
fon factors in New Orleans, asking him to use 
his efforts against the bill. These telegrams, 
he said, did not come from cotton buyers, but 
from cotton sellers, from men who carried the 
cotton crop of the Mississippi Valley. He had 
read telegrams to the same effect from New 
Orleans dealers in rice, sugar, and produce. 

Mr. White went on to explain that before 
the introduction of the “future ” system, the 
whole cotton crop was precipitated on the 
market in two or three months, creating a 
great glut in the market and causing a fail in 
prices. Asthatevil grew the “ future ’’ sys- 
tem was devised—for what? For the purpose 


of bridging over that glut and spreading large’ 


receipts of cotton overa long period, instead 
of having them thrown on the market and 
sokd at reduced prices. 

Mr. White proceeded with his argument. 
supporting it with cotton statistics in the year 
before and since the introduction of the 
system of ‘futures,’ ’ his contention. being 
‘that the depréssion in prices came earlier in 
the year before the “ future’’ system than it 
did afterwards. He claimed also that the 
greater the amount of “‘future’’ sales in pro- 
portion to the value of the crop, the higher 
was the price. That, he said, arose from the 
economic principle that the greater the 
trading in an _e$aarticle, the higher 
the prices went. He had made a comparison 
of the fluctuations in the price of cotton before 
and since the * future” period, and asserted 
that the range of fluctuations was greater be- 
fore than it has been since. With those 
figtires staring him in the face he dared - nut, 
he said, vote for the bill. His judgment was

What Good Could It Do? 

And what could it do? Was there nota 
cotton exchange where futures were dealt in 
in Liverpool? - Were there not cotton ex- 
changes on the continent of Europe? He had 
received a few days ago a copy of a charter of 
an exchange at Hamburg and a letter from a 
German merchant stating that he had noticed 
there was an intention to strike down the 
business here and that he hoped it 
would come to them. Was there not, he 
asked, a cotton exchange at Alexandria, Egypt, 
under the operation of the system of future 
deliveries? He was unwilling totransfer that 
vast sum of money out of the pockets of the 
Southern States into the pockets of the people 
of Great Britain. 

Mr. White spoke for nearly three hours, and 
when he closed the bill went over without 
action till tomorrow. 

Mr. Washburn, referring to the fact that all 
the commercial organizations of Minneapolis 
had been represented by Mr. White as oppose:! 
to the Anti-Optipn bill, said that, as a matter 
of fact, there was only one commercial body 
there. That was the Chamber of Commerce, 
and its protest had been mads under a mis- 
conception. 

An attempt had been made to have it be- 
lieved that the bill would prohibit all dealings 
in futures, but when the elevator men, the 
warehousemen, and all the grain men found 
that it did not in the slightest degree interfere 
with future deliveries where there was actual 
property, they had changed their minds and 
their attitude in regard to the bill. 

Senators Cullom and Palmer received a tel- 
egram today from s number of farmers and 
business-men of Springfield, Il!., urging both 
Senators to vote against the adoption ofan 
anti-option bill. This course was recom- 
mended by the signers on the ground that 
such a measure ** would upset the business ma- 
chinery not only of the Northwest but of the 


entire country.”

THEY NEED A SEWER. 


‘PROTEST BY WENTWORTH AVE- 
NUE DISTRICT RESIDENTS. 


The Action of the Council Monday Night, 
| They Claim, Was Hasty and I1l-Advised 
—There Is a Probability That the Alder- 
men Will Reconsider at Their Next 
Meeting—Who the Objectors Are and 
What They Claim—Details of the Plan 
for Relieving a Bad Sanitary District. 


It is probable that the Council will, at its 
meeting next Monday evening, reconsider its 
action taken Thursday evening in reference to 
the Wentworth avenue pumping district as- 
sessment. The action of the Council in the 
matter, it is claimed by those interested, was 
hasty and ill-considered. Only one side was 
heard, and although Ald. Bartine and O'Neill, 
who represent the district in the Council, 
made a vigorous protest, their views were not 
accorded due consideration. The vote was 
taken hastily. There was no roll-call. It is 
belheved if there was a roll-cali the result 
would have been different from that an- 
nounced by the Chair. No public improve- 
ment undertaken in the city for years is so 
much needed and so entirely desirable, it is 
claimed.

Plowman, in whose ward the northern portion 
of the district is.included. He presented the 
order at the request of 75 per cent of ‘the resi- 
dents of the district and a large majority of 
the property-owners. The territory affected 
embraces 5,500 acres, extending from Eighty- 
seventh street on the north to Calumet River 
on the south, and fora mile and a half on 
either side of Wentworth avenue. 

In it are such settlements as West Roseland, 
West Kensington, Gano, Brainerd, Beverly 
Heights, a portion of South Englewood, and 
West Pullman. This territory has no system 
ofsewerage atthe present time,and the sewage 
has no outlet. The drains or sewers, or what- 
ever they are, run into open ditches, where 
their contents fester and stagnate and breed 
noxious effluvia which must necessarily 
result in bad sanitary conditions, in 
disease. and death. The proposed sewer, 
as will be seen 
cut, hag two branches @t the beginning—one 
commencing on Halsted and Eighty-seventh 
streets and extending south to Ninety-ninth 
street, where it turns eastward to Wentworth 
avenue. At Tracy avenue this branch con- 
nects with another, whose initial point on the 
north is Eighty-seventh street and Railroad 
avenue. The two sewers connecting at Tracy 
and Wentworth avenues are continued by a 
nine-foot sewer, which gradually enlarges un- 
til it becomes a ten And a half foot sewer as it 
flows into the Calumet River just south of 
One Hundred and Ninth street. It drains 
most of the territory lying between State 
street on the east, Western avenue on the west, 
EKighty-seventh street on the north, and One 
Hundred and Tenth street on the south. 

Largest District in the World. 

It is, perhaps, the largest urban drainage 
district in the world. The sewer, as con- 
structed, would be the mein channel for al! 
the lateral sewers within the territory and is 
of sufficient dimensions to accommodate ali 
for a century to come. It is well devisej and 
the intention is that it shail be well executed. 
The territory assessed, which is presented in 
the accompanying map, is extensive, embrac- 
ing over nine square miles of territory. The 
tax would fall lightly on each of the property- 
owners. Its completion would greatly en- 
hance the value of the real estate within the 
district, and would repay the owners for their 
outlay. 

The small property-owners and residents all 
want it. It is a necessity for the residents. 
Last winter scarlet fever and diphtheria raged 
in the district and carried off many victims. 
This could not be otherwise in view of the ex- 
cessively bad sanitary arrangements and the 
fact that the district has at present no means 
of getting rid of its sewage. It has a popula- 
tion all told of about 10,000, which is increas- 
ing yearly by leaps and bounds, By the time 
the sewer is constructed it will probably have 
a population of 15,000. 

The objection to the improvement proceeds 
inostly from the non-resident property own- 
ers. As Ald. Bartine says: 

‘* Those non-resident property-owners have 
no friends or relatives, no little children, no 
wives or daughters in the district to become 
the victims of the unsanitary condition which 
they seek to perpetuate in an aggravated 
form.’ 

They object to the tax at the present time. 
They hold the land for speculative purposes and, 
it is said, want to get rid of it before an improve- 
ment which threatens them with a consider- 
able tax is undertaken. On behalf of those 
persons a remonstrance against the assess- 
ment was presented in the Council some time 
ago. In this remonstrance it is set forth that 
the assessment is the largest of the kind ever 
attemnpted in this county,, amounting in the 
aggregate to $818,196; that the esti- 
mated cost is largely in excess of 
the actual cust, being variously figured 
as being from from 20 to 40 per cent in excess 
of such actual cost. The remonstrance also 
sets forth that the property-owners against 
whose holdings the sum of $350,000 has been 
assessed have filed objections to the same and 
object to the mode and manner of assessment ; 
that they believe the plan of drainage is not 
the best that can be devised for the territory; 
that a more efficacious plan and acheaper one 
ean be adopted, etc. This remonstrance is 
signed by, among others, Eugene S. Pike, 
George Willard, N. Botsford, Jerome P. 
Bowes, the West Pullman Land Association 
(assessed for $40,000), Emma A. Leahy, John 
T. Brockway, J. W. Brockway, John Breen, 
James Pittiway (who represent themselves as 
owners of fifty acres), the Chicago and Rock

What the Sewer Department Says.

When the matter is properly presented to 
the Council next Monday it is believed the 
Aldermen will pay more attention to the 
wishes and to the health of the residents of 
the district than to the complaints of non- 
resident owners reaching out for the “wun- 
earned increment” and of high-priced attor- 
neys alarmed at the prospect of moistening

The stay of the proceedings while the case is 
pending in the court is unpreeedented, and the 
action of the court adjourning to give the 
Council time to undo its -ection which im- 
posed large expenses on the county as on the 
city is commented on as rather peculiar. 


CLAIMS TOLL CANNOT BE COLLECTED. 


A Canadian Talks on the Proposition in 
St. Clair wie Canal, 

Orrawa, Ont., July 22.—Speaking with ref- 
erence to the proposal of Judge Chipman to 
iinpose a toll upon all Canadian vessels pass- 
ing through the St. Clair Flats Canal a mem- 
ber of the Cabinet said last night that he 
would like to see the American Government 
attempt to seize a Canadian vessel for refus- 
ing to pay toll. The canal, while constructed 
with United States capital, was indisputably 
in Canadian territory, which fact the engi- 
neers of the United States Government had 
admitted. However, he did not believe any 
such step would be taken by the United States 
Government.

She loved the flag 
under which he fought and died. A fortnight 
ago she brought into the school-house a silken 
banner which she had taken from among the 
decorations of her own home and proposed to 
have a flag-raising. | The school directors 
heard of it and immediately sent word that no 
such ceremony should; take place. The sol- 
dier’s daughter pleaded, but the directors re- 
mained obdurate. 

Col. Lawler of Rockford, when the explana- 
tion had been concluded, took the stand and 
scored the school — in no measured 
terms. 

“lam willing to wager, ” said he, “ that 
those school directors, if alive thirty years 
ago, were either in Canada or were’ for- 
eigners.”’ 

He told Capt. Vanwert to go back and raise 
money to buy a flag and appointadate and 
the G. A. R. nen of Chicago would see that 1t 
was raised. And that is just what the G. A. R. 
men propose to do, | 

Will Raise It Himself. 


Col. Lawler immediately placed himseif in 
communication with the veteran posts of Chi- 
cago, stating the case and asking their coéper- 
ation. The general létter from Col. Lawler and 
the Kirkland G. A. R. Post of Rockford fell 
into the hands of Maj. J. W. Burst of Chica- 
go. Maj. Burst isa member of the Veteran 
League, Post No. 12,G. A. R. He enlisted 
from Franklin, De Kalb County, and if the 
Stars and Stripes werethot to be allowed to 
float over the schoolhonpse in his native village 
he wanted to know the reason why. 

“ T’ll give the flag and I'll raise it alone 
over that schoolhouse if necessary. But it is 
not. The G. A, R. boys here are all with me. 
We will join your post and we will raise that 
flag.” 

This was the message sent by Maj. Burst to 
Col. Lawler. Capts. Fleming and Harlan, 
Marshal Hitehcock, Col, Shepard, and numer- 
ous other G. A. R. R. officers: and Veteran League 
club members joined in like messages © 

It was learned last evening that the flag, 
and a handsome one it is too, has been bought 
and sent to Capt. Vanwert at Franklin. An 
elaborate program of songs and addresses has 
been prepared and considerable Chicago 
talent will participate. 

A letter received from Capt. William Van- 
wert last evening stated that citizens of Frank- 
lin have also raised money for a flag. He 
also says that it is stated that one of the 
school directors, although holding office for 
the last ten years, has never been naturalized, 
and the other, it is said, had a residence in 
Canada about the time that the army drafts 
were made. 

“The Boys” Will Be There. 


‘There may be no trouble,” said Maj. J. 
W. Burst last evening, “‘and for the sake of 
the good name of my native town, Franklin, 
I hope there will be none. But you may say 
that that flag will be raised Aug. 2 and thata 
Yes, I 
will make a speech, and so, too, may Marshal 
Hitchcock and Capt. Fleming, who you see 
sitting there. It is not the people of Frank- 
lin. They wantthe flag there, but it’s the 
school directors. I don’t know of any penalty 
attached to raising an American flag over an 
American schoolhouse, and I guess the G, A. 
R. has as good a right any one to assist 
therein.”’ 3 

Capts. Fleming and Harlan stated that they 
would probably attend the flag raising, and 
the Veteran Union club will be formally rep- 
resented. In all it is expected that the dele- 
gates from the various G. A. R. posts and so- 
cieties sending delegations will make the Chi- 
cago contingent run upto three figures. 


DEATH ENDS A MOTHER’S INQUIRY. 


Killed by Lightning While Asking After 
Her Children’s Safety. 

Toronto, Ont., July 22.—[ Special. !|—One of 
the most destructive hail-storms that have oc- 
curred in the Province of Ontario for years 
visited it today. The stones in many cases 
were of the size of hens’ eggs. Reports from 
Bloomfield, Pickering; Marmora, and New- 
castle in the east say whole fields of fall and 
spring wheat and other crops were completely 
destroyed and that mast of the glass in the 
path of the storm was broken. In the west it- 
was most destructive in the vicinity of Ridge- 
town, where it was accompanied by a wind of 
cyclonic force, and besides the damage to 
crops, trees, outhouses, and fences were pros- 
trated. 

The lightning was also severe in that vicin- 
ity, setting fire to several barns, which were 
consumed. A sad feature of the storm was 
the killing by lightning of Mrs. Jeremiah 
Rushton at’ Rushton’s Corners while she was 
at the telephone inquiring of a neighbor as to 
the safety of her children. 

New York, July 22.—Severe thunder storms, 
with wind and rain, visited this State and por- 
tions of New England and Pennsylvania. So 
continuous were the flashes of lightnmg that 
the heavens were illuminated almost to the 
brightness of day. An almost total prostra- 
tion of telegraphic communication followed 
in the wake of the furious elements, and the 
wires are but slowly regaining their normal 
condition.

The annual report of the Board of Health 
for the year ending Dec, 31,1891, was issued 
today. There has been a greater.increase in 
mortality than in population. Records of 
vital statistics show that there were 43,695 
deaths in an estimated population of 1,680,796, 
against 40,103 in 1890. This is a death rate of 
25.97 to the 1,000, against 24.58 in 1890. Dur- 
ing the year tnere were 46,904 births, against 
39,250 in 1892, and 15,762 marriages. This 
gives a marriage rate of 18.75 per cent, an in- 
crease of 7.72 over 1890. 

Have Reopened Their Yards, 

The members of the Building Material Deal- 
ers’ Association have decided that it does not 
pay to lock out their men and keep their yards 
closed and have decided to open their yards 
again. In accordance with the resolution 
fourteen members of the association opened 
their yards today and invited their employés 
to return to work. None of the union cart- 
men, drivers. brick and material handlers, 
and others returned to work, The men will 
continne on a strike until assurances are re- 
ceived that the Building Material Dealers’ as- 
sociation will not interfere in the fight be- 
tween the board of delegates and the Iron 
League.

O1L WAREHOUSE DESTROYED BY FIRE. 


Waters Pierce Co. of St. Louis Loses Heav- 
ily—From Spontaneous Combustion, 
Sr. Lovis, Mo., July 22.—[Special.]—A 
spontaneous combustion of oil that had leaked 
into asewer, followed by a terrific explosion, 
inaugurated one of the fiercest and most de- 
structive fires St. Lovis has known for some 
time. The -explosion was in the Waters 
Pierce Oil company’s establishment, close to 
the railroad yards on Twelfth street. She 
fire started at 10:30 o’clock and at noon the 
whole works, the yards filled with freight cars, 
the union depot, and the big Twelfth street 
bridge seemed doomed. At 11 o’clock a series 
of dull explosions began from the heart of the 
blaze, caused by the bursting of tanks, bar- 
rels, and drums. The heads of twotanks were 
blown out and hurled fully 100 feet into the 
midst of the crowd, but fortunately injuring 
no one. A big smokestack fell at the same 
time, narrowly missing an engine com- 
pany and breaking the collar-bone of 
*"Pipeman Wirth. At 1 o’clock the whole 
Fire Department, which was calied out, 
held the flames under control. Fortunately 
there was no spread of burning oil from the 
tanks or tank cars, the fluid seeming tu be 
licked up almost like powder as soon as 
reached by the flames. The only portions of 
the Waters Pierce Oil company’s establish- 
ment saved were a section of the retail depart- 
ment and the tanks or reservoir of gasoline oil 
at the east end. The loss is estimated at $200,- 
000, with less than $100,000 insurance. 
| Vincennes, Ind., July 22.—[Special. ]—Last 
night at Bicknell, this county, the flour mills 
of Capt. John R. Callender & Sons was burned. 
The loss will be above $9,000 or $10,000, In- 
sured for 4,500. The firm is singularly un- 
fortunate in the loss of mills by fire.

SHERIFF IN COMMAND. 


GOV. PATTISON CHANGES THINGS 
AT HOMESTEAD. 


———EE 


He Tells the Military Power That It Must 
Be Subservient to the Civil—Forty of 
Carnegie’s Tenants Have Evyiction No- 
tices Served on Them—Detectives Prepar- 
ing Evidence Against O’Donnell—The 
Pinkertons Testify Before the Con- 
gressional Committee—Labor Notes, 

Homesr#ap, Pa., July 22.—The mulitary 
‘were tonight restricted in their powers. It 
was a lesson in governmegt administered by 
Gov. Pattison personally. 

At the Governor’s suggestion a body of 
police officers in the persons of Deputy Sher- 
iffs were this evening placed throughout the 
Borough of Homestead to supplant the un- 
limited military control that had been gradu- 
ally established. The soldiers are now to 
aid the civil authority, and not to be its su- 
perior. A street procession headed by the 
town council, in honor of the chef magis- 
trate of the borough, is not to be dispersed. 
The sheriff of the county, or his representa- 
tives are to be the ones to say whien the dan- 
ger point has been reached by assemblages of 
citizens, the men in uniform with guns in 
their hands being no longer judge ‘and jury. 

The Deputy Sheriffs installed this evening 
number sixteen in all, and, in Sheriff Me- 
Cleary’s absence, are directed by Chief Dep- 
uty Bradew, who is authorized to ¢all in the 
assistance of the militia to preserve order and 
maintain the peace. Thedeputies on their ar- 
rival from Pittsburg were introduced to the 
militia officers on guard duty throughout 
the town by a Major from Gen. Snowden’s 
headquarters. Both officers and men were in- 
structed to respect their authority. 

Except on a call of the Sheriff's representa- 
tives the militia are to restrict their opera- 
tions to looking after their own members, 
such, for instance, as apprehending abscond- 
ers from the ranks, if any, and enforcing an 
order issued tonight prohibiting members of 
the National Guard from entering saloons. 

Gen. Snowden admitted tonight that the in- 
stallation of the Sheriff’s representatives was 
Gov. Pattison’s own suggestion. The General 
refused to discuss the reasons for the change 
in the situation. . He denied einphatically that 
any differences existed between himself and 
Gov. Pattison. | 

The new arrangement does not materially 
alter the conditions that have existed in Mifflin 
Township, which adjoins the Borough of 
Homestead. Mifflin Township contains the 
military encampment ground, all the Carne- 
gie Homestead mills, and the fifty or more 
houses belonging to the Carnegie company. 


Evicting Carnegie Tenants. 

Gov. Pattison left at noon today for Har- 
risburg. Swiftly on the heels of his departure 
the serving of eviction notices commenced 
on Shanty Hill, and so expeditiously wasit 
conducted that all the forty or fifty families 
subject to notice were served before the Gov- 
ernor was ten miles on his journey. 

As a rule, the notices were received iz grim 
silence and without exhibition of feeling by 
the recipients. Chief McBroom of the Car- 
negie company police force, with one as- 
sistant, accompanied the Carnegie agent, W. 
H. Corbett. who made the distribution in 
person. Willingness to pay rent cut no figure, 
a clause in the lease of all the houses giving 
the company’s peremptory right of possession 
on ten days’ notice, 

No distressing scenes of forcible removal 
were to be witnessed, the ten days’ margin 
postponing such occurrences, though the talk 
of ‘some of those served indicated that if they 
followed present impulses the unpleasaut 
spectacle was certain to be presented at the 
end of that period. 

The Case of O’ Donnell. 


W. J. Brennan and E. J. Cox, attorneys for 

the Amalgainated Association, this morning 
presented the applications for release on bail 
of Hugh O’Donnell and Hugh Robs, leaders 
_of the Homestead strikers. 
' The petitions were the same as filed in the 
application of Burgess McLuckie, and when 
Mr. Brennan had read the petitions he said: 
**] suppose all the court can do under the rule 
of the court iis to fix a time.”’ : 

None of the attorneys for the prosecution 
were in court, nor were the defendants, and 
Judge Magee.sent for Messrs: Robb, Patter- 
son, Buck, and Burleigh. 

ir. Cox urged the hearing be had today, 
but this was opposed by the prosecuting coun- 
sel, and the court fixed the time for the hear- 
ing at 9:30 a, m. tomorrow. 7 

This afternoon eight men, supposed to be 
Pinkertons who were at Homestead the day of 
the riot, called at the county jail to identify 
Hugh O’Donnell. The latter wag brought 
into a corridor with a dozen others’ confined 
in the jail, and was identified by each of the 
eight men. The purpose of this move on the 
patt of the Pinkertons could not be learned, 
but it is surmised to be in connection with a 
possible objection to O’Donnell’s' being re- 
leased on bail. To prevent his release a 
charge of first degree murder must be made, 
and the visit of the supposed Pinkertons is 
thought to have been made with a view to sub- 
stantiating such a charge. 

Informations were made today for murder 
against Peter Allen and Matthew Fay, both 
Homestead strikers. Warrants were issued 
and placed in the hands of Constable Morris, 
who arrested the men in Homestead and 
lodged them in jail here this evening. The 
usual applications for release on bail will be 
made tomorow. 

Strike at Duquesne, 

The big steel-mill at Duquesna is silent to- 
night and the 750 employés are out on strike 
in sympathy with the locked-out men at 
Homestead. At 6 o’clock this evening all the 
workmen, from the skilled men down to the 
laborers, left the mill determined not to re- 
turn to work until the Homestead matter 
shall have' been adjusted and the 
Amalgamated Association recognized by the 
Carnegie Steei company. The strike was a 
surprise, because until recently the Duquesne 
has been a non-union mill, but within the last 
two weeks the Amalgamated Association or- 
ganized a lodge there and the strike is said tu 
be backed by| that powerful labor organiza- 
tion. 4

The Knights of Labor had prepared a long 
list of questiona, which went into the charac- 
ter of the Pinkerton Agency and the nature of 
its work. Robert Pinkerton was called to the 
stand and required to answer the questions 
which had been prepared by the representa- 
tives of the Knights of Labor. The replies 
were in substance as follows: ah 
The Pinkerton cy owned about rifles, 
about 400 ae thee mor good equal number of clubs, 
and py hae cay depoeited -at Chic In all ite 
various branches the firm never had at one time 
more than 800 persoag in their employ. They were 
advised exactly what they were todo and under- 
stood that they were at perfect agen to refuse 
any employment to which they objected. The 
men sent to Homestead were obtained 
in New York, Chicago, and Philadelphia. All of 
them knew the exact nature of their employment. 
The barges were not constructed for the purposes 
of protection and were not lined with iron or 
steel and could not resist small arms, The men 
would never have been allowed to start on the 
expedition if it had been known that they were to 
be attacked before landing. The barges were 
employed because it was believed that the men 
would be enabled to land without a breach of the 
peace, ard the landing was made at night for the 
reason that the Sheriff's force had a re- 
sisted in the day time and it was expected 
t the strikers would in 
The sole desire was to avoid by all means a breach 
f the peace. Otherwise the men would not have 
m permitted to go unless authorized by the 
Governor or deputized by the Sheriff. The only 
purpose was to put the men upon private prop- 
erty and then protect it from attack. The men 
would not have fired except asa matter of self- 
deferise. It was understood that the Carnegie 
company had applied to the proper legal authori- 
ties and that the men were going to Homestead 
with the approval of the Sheriff. 
Could Have Captured Homestead, 


Mr. Oates then asked this question: “* Have 
you ever furnished men as guards to travel on 
trains transporting the mails or inter-State 
commerce ?”’ 

Pinkerton—*“‘ Yes, sir; in the case of the 
Burlington strike and in the New York Cen- 
tral strike. Ithink wherever we have done 
strike work for railroads we have furnished 
nen to ride on the trains. They probably 
were armed, but it would depend on circum- 
stances. They went armed on the New York 
Central strike to protect themselves from 
assauit. As we had no reason to 
anticipate an attack on the barges at Home- 
stead no orders were given to the men. On 
the contrary we had every reason to believe 
they would land peacefully at the company’s 
works. If the detectives had fired to kill many 
more lives would have been lost andthe works 
could have been taken at that time, but not 
without great loss of life.”’ 

Mr. Pinkerton stated that he was a sworn 
peace officer—a deputy sheriff—and he made 
it-.a rule always to swear in his men except in 
the case of railroad service. 

Mr. Oates asked witness what he had to say 
of the statement that fifty good soldiers could 
have scattered the Hamestead mob, and that 
cowardice was shown by the Pinkertons. 

| The witness replied that he had talked with 

his men. They said that they could have 
taken possession of the works almost at any 
time before 10 0’clock; that seventy-five men 
could have taken’ possession of the works, 
but they would have had to kill a 
number of people, men, women, and 
children, and they concluded not to do 
anything of the kind. The first firing, his men 
told him, was over the strikers’ heads. His 
men were armed with Win@hesters. At the 
start not over twenty of them were given 
arms, apd afterwards arms were given to 
about forty in all. 

Mr. Boatner having asked how it was that 
trouble occurred when the strikers claimed 
that they did not encourage violence, and only 
persuaded men not to work, and the Pinker- 
tons were instructed not to use violence. 

Strikers Always Use Violence. 

Mr. Pinkerton wade an answer that hit 
squarely at the Knights of Labor present. He 
said that he had never seen astrike when labor 
organizations or their men had not abused 
non-union men. He had seen men knocked 
off trains; he had seen them beaten almost to 
a jelly; he had known members of this very 
Knights of Labor whose representatives were 
here to put obstructions on the track and 
to put dynamite under cars; he had 
seen men who wanted to work treated worse 
than savages by representatives of secret 
labor organizat:ons and he had had them sent 
to prison for it. : 

Wiiliam A. Pinkerton was next sworn 
corroborated all that his brother had said. 

The ccminittee adjourned subject to call of 
the Chairman. If further testimony touching 
new points 1s offered within a day or two it 
will be received; otherwise the committee will 
begin the preparation of jts report soon.

gotten in readiness for resumption at once. 

The steamer ‘Tide arriv at Homestead 
about noon with fifty-two men, carpenters and 
millworkers, on board. Their landing was 
without incident. 

At Carnegie’s upper and lower Union Mills 
today there is no change in the situation. 
None of the strikers have returned to work 
and no non-union men are at work. 

At Beaver Falis the shut-down is complete. 

Puttapetpuia, Pa., July 22.—The active 
recruiting of non-union ironworkers for the 
Carnegie works at Homestead was begun in 
this city yesterday and a train at 9:20 out of 
the Broad street station last night carried 
away about thirty men. 

Boston, Mass., July 22.—The agents here of 
Carnegie, Phipps & Co. are endeavoring to 
secure men here to go to Homestead. A 
union bricklayer who had not disclosed his 
identity as such called yesterday and was 
told that the company wanted to hire brick- 
layers, machinists and blacksmiths, but par- 
ticularly bricklayers, who would receive $4.50 
a day of ten hours. 


UNCLE SAM A SUFFERER, 


Carnegie Badly Behind in His Contracts 
with the Government. 

Wasuinaton, D. C., July 22.—[ Special. |— 
The Carnegie strike is becoming a serious 
matter with the Navy Department. Naval 
Constructor Bowles came to the Navy De- 
partment today to see what he could do 
about expediting the delivery of the material 
which is much needed at the Norfolk yard. 
He says that work on the Cruiser

failure of Carnegie’s to deliver the steel spon- 
sons for that vessel.

“The Cubans in this country are all patriots. 
They love their own land, like the Irish. They 
are eager to fight, and the greatest difficulty is 
to restrain then from making sume premature 
demonstration that would result disastrously 
to thecause. That is the task which confronts 
the leaders in America of the movement for 
Cuban freedom—to repress it temporarily, 
not to stimulate it. | 

Have a Good Leader, 

“Fortunately we have at the head of the 
revolutionary party a man, Josepe Masti, who 
possesses the necessary prudence, He is also 
a patriot. His boyhood shows this. When 
only 12 years old he and a /| schoolmate 
named Valdes Dominguez were implicated 
in writing an essay advocating Cuban 
independence. They were reported to the 
civil authorities and arrested. Seeing that 
they might become liable to imprisonment 
and perhaps death, Josepe Masti avowed him- 
self alone responsible to save his schoolmates, 
He was put in the chain gang anil compelled 
to work in the streets of Havana in irons. 
Then he was sent to Spain and apprenticed to 
alawyer. He was admitted to the bar, but 
took the first opportunity to leave Spain and 
come to the United States. He has lived and 
is loved in many South American countries. 

‘*He was the American Consul in New York 
of the Argentine Republic and other countries 
ef South America Oct. 10, 1891, when the 
anniversary of the outbreak of the last Cuban 
revolution occurred. At a meetmg to cele- 
brate the event, he spoke in favor of Cuban 
independence. A Spanish paper censured 
him as the representative of countries friendly 
to Spain encouraging one of her dependencies 
to rebel. Marti immediately resigned all his 
consulates, and, being without other means of 
support, he has since supported himself 4s a 
teacher of the Spanish language. He de- 
votes his evenings to instruction, | his days to 
the cause. : i 

“The meeting in New York, and Marti’s 
apeech stirred up his countrymen in America. 
Clubs began to be organized in Key West, 
Tampa, New York, and other citics.. Interest 
in the cause has lately been much | stimulated 
by the appearance in Tampa two months ago 
of another Cuban patriot, but nota native— 
Gen. Charles, Rollotf. Gen. Rolloff.was born

CAN RUN AS FAST AS ANY. 


1‘owners of the Columbia Electric Launch 


Defend It Against Attacks. 

It was the Columbia Launch company’s 
turn yesterday to give its side of the case in 
regard to the launch test at Jackson Park. 
While representatives of other, competing 
companies were at the meeting of the com- 
mittee which adopted Chief of Construction 
Burnham’s recommendation that — the 
Columbia company be given the contract for 
carrying ngers in the lagoons, no one 
was there for the fortunate concern. 

Miles Nixon of the Columbia Baunch com- 
pany said yesterday the arguments of the 
other fellows were fallacious. While his 
electric boat, the Volta, did not run during 
the ten hours’ test as fast as other competing 
boats, Mr. Nixon says it was because he didn’t 
want to attain a greater rate of s 

** The day before the test began,’’ he said, 
** we received a letter instructing us to run at 
whatever speed we thought proper. After 
consultation with thése in charge of the plant- 
ing of the islands and lagoons, and showing 
various speeds before them, we settled on a 
speed perhaps as great as is possible without 
injuring the plants by the wash. As we have 
said, we can run as fast as anything there. As 
to our capacity for runving at a greater rate 
of speed, after a test of ten hours we obtained 
other experts from the Construction Depart- 
ment and made an additional run of over 
fourteen and one-half hours, showing that we 
had stored energy for about two and onoe-haif 
times the service laid down. 

“The threat that the World’s Fair company 
or the Columbia Launch company will be 


sued for infringement is simply idle. The 
Julien company does own the Brush patent, 
but in no way does the American ttery 


company infringe it. The Brush patent, we 
grant, gives the exclusive right to the mechan- 
ical application of active material, The 
American Battery company does not apply its 
active material mnechanically. The principal 
argument that hag been made against our 
electric launch by competitors ha® been 
on its lack of eathing capacity. Earn- 
ing capacity is dependent, first, upon the 
number of passengers that a boat will carry; 
second, upon speed. The number that a boat 
will carry is dependant upon its size. The 
size has been limited, in suggestion and hint 
atleast, from the very beginimg by the De- 
partment of Construction and by the land- 
scape gardeners (the projectors of the entire 
boat scheme.) Our boat is two feet longer 


_ than we were given to understand would be 


acceptable when we built it; therefore we nave 
built as large a boat as any one had a right to 
believe would prove pleasing to thuse who had 
the idea of landscape, scale, and so on, in 
mind.’’

as to make it dangerous for the Democrats to 
try the experiment, as a million of voters 
might bolt their ticket and knock them out. 
But assuming that the Democrats won, and 
that the straddlers were able to restrain their 
impetuous associates, and that the duties on 
competitive goods were lowered a half and 
not repealed altogether, as Cleveland de- 
mands, what would the effect be? The total 
value of dutiable goods imported during the 
last fiscal year was $370,000,000. The duties 
collected amounted to $178,000,000, or a little 
over 48 per cent. Supposing the duties were 
to be cut about one-half, or about 25 per cent. 
Then in order to get the same amount of reve- 
nue—which amount these tariff straddlers say 
the government must have—the importations 
of dutiable competitive goods in that case 
must be increased from $370,000,000 to $710,- 
000,000, or an increase. of $340,000,000, or, 
with an addition of 10 per cent for the cost 
of carrying, $375,000, 000—in other words, 
doubled. 

The extra consumption in this country of 
competitfve goods valued at $375,000,000 
would necessarily prevent the consumption of 
goods of the same value which would other- 
wise have been made by American labor. And 
as such would be the results of a reduction of 
duties from 48 per cent to 25 per cent on com- 
‘petitive goods, it >ecomes comparatively easy 
to form an idea of what would happen were 
those duties to be swept away utterly, as is 
urged by Cleveland and the Democratic plat- 
form. 

The Americans, including families number- 
ing about a miilion, who under the present 
system would have manufactured that 375 
million dollars’ worth of goods, including 
work on the raw materials out of which they 
were made, would be thrown out of employ- 
ment or on the labor market, forcing down 
wages in every department of labor where 
they obtained work.

While this process of readjustment and 
fighting for places was going on, while factor- 
ies were Closing, wages were being cut down, 
and operatives were striking, the country 
would be the scene of continual tumult and 
uproar and hard times. But when peace and 
exhaustion came, as they ultimately would, 
then another problem would present itself for 
settlement. How are the goods to be paid 
fos? During 1883-’8 exports were decidedly 
in excess of imports. Then that excess began 
falling off and in 1887 and 1888 the imports 
largely exceeded the exports. Last year, 
thanks to a fine harvest at home and a bad 
one abroad, there was a nominal balance-on 
the right side of the ledger. But what would 
have become of that balance had,the United 
States imported $375,000,000 moré goods than 
it actually did? The balance would have been 
heavy against us and vast amounts of gold 
would have been shipped to pay it. 

The exports will not increase unless the for- 
eign demand for breadstuffs and provisions 
does, and that demand will not be greater, ex- 
cept in times of bad harvest in Europe, which 
come only about once in a dozen years. The 
additional imports will have to be paid for in 
gold as long as any remains. in this country. 
When the country has been cleaned out of 
that metal it necessarily, will have to export its 
67-cent silver dollars to the delight of the 
shinplaster South and the fiat scrip West. In 
a short time the silver will go to pay the bal- 
ance of trade and then the only currency will 
be government notes, with no day of redemp- 
tion specified on them. Goods not paid for 
by exports, silver, or gold, will haveto be paid 
for in coin. interest-bearing securities 
—the rate of interest increasing as foreigners 
become doubtful of the ability of the debtors 
to pay the coin. 

While foreign cheap goods are thus flowing 
in and coin and bonds fiowing out and a muill- 
ion of workingmen idle, the purchasing power 
of the country will be diminis . There will 
be about a million tramps who will not be 
able to purchase goods, nO matter how cheap 
they may be, and the reduction in wages all 
round occasioned by the crowded state of the 
labor market and the undercutting of the 
market by’ European competition will result 
in those who are lucky enough to be employed 
having less money with which to buy things. 
There will be enforced economy and scrimp- 
ing enough to delight the mean, stingy heart 
of Holman of Indiana. 

The Democrats, who never can see more 
than one side of a question, and who do not 
generally see that clearly, have their eyes fixed 
on the consumer as a consumer, and 
declare that he will be benefited by 
cheap goods supplied from Europe in the 
manner in which they propose to supply them.

HAVE PROTECTION GERMAN LUTHERANS 
TURNED FREE TRADERS! 

Mr. Washington Hesing, self-appointed am- 
bassador from the Republican German Lu- 
therans of Illinois to Mr. Cleveiand, told the 
latter at Buzzard’s Bay that 25,000 of them are 
going to vote for him this fall, as they are 
wonderfuily pleased with him!

The value of the 
silver in them, at present quotations, will be a 
little over three million dollars, It is pro- 
vided that these halves, which will be legal 
tenders to the same extent as other halves, 
shall be delivered to the Fair Directors, from 
whose hands they will pass into those of the 
people, and the proceeds be expended in com- 
pleting the great Exposition. 

Thus the first effect would be an increase of 
the circulation among the people to the extent 
of five millions of dollars. Most of those who 
voted against the Senate amendment have been 
clamoring for *“‘ more money ” and saying that 
there was not enough silver in circulation for 
the people. Here is an opportunity to get 
more money, and they vote against it! They 
were for the Stewart bill, which directed that 
all the silver in the T'reasury be coined.

THE FOREIGN MILLING ANTI-OPTION 
SYNDICATE. 

The letter from Mr, Kelly of Minneapolis to 
Senator Davis, publisbed in Tue Trisune of 
yesterday, ought to be pressed home upon the 
attention of everybody advocating the passage 
of the Anti-Option bill, It makes the point 
that the object of the measure is to give the 
millers’ syndicate in Minneapolis full power 
to control the wheat markets of the great 
Northwest and skin the farmers, as it would 
mean the lowest price possible to the farmer 
during the season in which the great bulk of 
the wheat is marketed. It would mean mill- 


‘ions of dollars every year into the pockets of 


millers composing the Minneapolis syudicate, 
and those who believe Mr. Washburn is a 
member of it have no difficulty in understand- 
ing why he stfould earnestly desire the bill to 
become a law. 

Mr. Kelly might have added that the syndi- 
cateis chiefly an organization of wealthy En- 
glishmen who purchased the bulk of the great 
milling plants in the Northwest a few years 
ago. They paid part in cash and partly in 
stock, the sellers having thus a community of 
interest with therm and powerful incentives to 
do all they can to forward the aims of the 
combination. These English capitalists are 
working with uthers who are particularly in- 
terested in the big cotton mills of the old 
country, and between them they hope to ob- 
tain control of the grain and cotton markets 
of the United States, which they surely would 
to a much larger extent than nowif the Hatch 
bill become alaw. The producer must then 
accept the prices offerea by agents of the 
combination, or go out of the business of rais- 
ing a surplus of wheat or cotton. 

Atelegram from Washington throws further 
light on this dark and badly smelling subject. 
It teils that the plan is more far-reaching than 
indicated by the Hatch bill. The plea was 
made by some opponents of the measure that 
if forced out of the business in this country 
the bucket-shop keepers would flock to Can- 
ada and there run their establishments for 
speculators in the United States. On hearing 
this certain millers who were backing the bill 
went to Canada and obtained from leading 
legislators in the Dominion a promise to pass 
laws that would drive out the “‘ gambiers in 
produce ’”’ in case they opéned up on that side 
of the border. ‘“‘They said that such a 
mnaneuver on the part of the Board of Trade 
people would defeat their plans, and they want 
monopoly of the grain market themselves in 
Canada as well as here,”’ 

If this statement be true it éxposes a nefari- 
ous piece of business, the object of which is 
to put the American farmer in the position of a 
cow that must give milk to the British con- 
sumer at the smallest possible outlay for sus- 
tenance. The aim is to reduce the markets to 
a state similar to that which obtained before 
speculative trading becaine a prominent feat- 
ure in this country. People yet alive can re- 
member the way in which wheat used to be 
bought “‘ over the pile ”’ in this city, the farm- 
er bringing it in being obliged to accept what- 
ever was offered him because there was no 
competing market, and not even a quotation 
elsewhere with which toy make comparison. 
The result was that the grain bought here in 


the fall uniformly brought minimum 
prices. It was held here during the 
winter and shipped by lake at an 


enormous profit, the nominal price here 
also going up when the farmers had no more 
tosell. If the producers in the country could 
only be brought to understand that the pass- 
age of the Hatch bill would tend to restore 


them completely in the power of the buyer is 
concerned, they would look upda the promoters 
of that measure as their worst enemies. And 
the contemplated outrage would be seen to 
add insult to injury by constituting the Am er- 
~ican producer-a slave to agents of a foreign 
syndicate, all the profit of the operation going 
across the broad ocean, 

The telegram above quoted contains also

The fight iasted until the 
goverdment had to confront complete par- 
alyzation of administration by the majority 
refusing to grant supplies.

SIR CHARLES AND PARTY AT TANGIER 


The Sultan Said to Be Ready to Reopen Ne- 
gotiations. 

Tanargr, July 22.—Sir Charles Euan-Smith, 
the British Minister to Morocco, who some 
time ago went on a mission to Fez, and con- 
cerning whose safety some anxiety was felt 
owing to the fact that he had not been heard 
from for some time, arrived here today on 
board the British warship Amphion. He and 
the members of: his party were received with 
the customary ceremonies, Sir Charles was 
accompanied by Col. Parr of the Somerset 
Regiment, Maj. Baynes of the King’s Rifles, 
Surgeon-Captain McPherson and Maj. Mens 
of the Gibraltar garrison. Lady Charles, Miss 
Smith, and Miss Kerrison were also of the 
party, which traveled from Fez to Rabat, 
where they embarked on tne Amphion. 

It is apparent that the Sultan has recon- 
sidered his determination to negotiate a treaty 
with Great Britain on the basis of his having 
it all his own way. It is announced that the 
Grand Vizier and several of the Sultan’s Min- 
isters are expected to arrive shortly in Tan- 
gier with the object of reopening negotiations 
for a new treaty. 


CALLED FERDINAND AN OUTLAW. 


Buigarians Incensed at Russia’s Attitude 
Toward the Prince. 

Beriin, July 22.—The communications re- 

cently published in the Syoboda, the organ of 

the Bulgarian Government,’ from the Rus- 


sian Legation at Bucharest to the Russian 


Foreign Office, showing that every move- 


ment underaken against Prince  Fer- 
dinand of Bulgaria, was directed, paid 
for, and instigated by Russia, 


have caused a sensation in this city. The pol- 
icy of Bulgaria has the fuli approval of the 
newspapers. They declare that not only Bul- 
garian, plotters, but also Russians, were under 
court-martial at Sofia when the recent con- 
Spiracy trial was held in this city, and the sen- 
tence of the court was the judgment of Russia 
before the world. 

Among the documents which have been pub. 
lished in connection with the matter is a tele- 
gram, dated Aug. 10, 1887, to the Russian 
Minister at Bucharest from the Chief 
of the Asiatic Department, saying that 
the Czar’s government had finally determined 
to consider Prince Ferdinand a usurper 
standing beyond the pale of all laws and all 
acts, and directed his removal, the accom- 
plishment of which, therefore, was justitiable. 
The chief concluded his telegram as follows: 

I beg you to assist some confidential persons 
who are ready to take an active share in Prince 
Ferdinanud’s removal. . 

The Vossiche Zeitung says: 

It is monstrous that Russian hatred went so far 
as not only to send murderers to kill leading 
statesmen of Bulgaria, but also to declare Prince 
Ferdinand an outlaw.

THE ABSENCE OF THEM. 


Despite This Fact “ Tristan and Isolde” Is 
Given a Great Presentation with the 
Veteran Vogl and Sucher in the Title 
Parts — The Tenor Ontshone Alvary, 
Though His Voiee Is Not So Fresh— 
Frau Cosima Is Training New Artists, 
but This Plan Hurts the Festival.

Bayreutu, July 22.—Were I asked to des- 
ignate in the fewest words the distinguishing 
feature in this year’s festival I should say, 

“ Lack of famous names among the singers.”’ 

Van Dyck sings “ Parsifal” probably only 

four times; Malten, “ Kundry,” twice; Sucher, 

‘‘ Isolde,”’ four times, and Schudemantil alter- 

nates in the baritone roles with Kaschmann 

and Gura. Materna, who was sadly missed at

His voice is in 
better condition than for many years, and one 
might even believe the current story that dur- 
ing last winter he took lessons of an Italian 
singing teacher. He had been on the stage 
but afew minutes when he had the great 
house completely in his control, and the still- 
ness became so impressive as to be almost 
stifling. In the first act last year Alvary 
showed considerable nervousness; Vogl 
grasped the part with the veteran’s firmness 
and insight, while not losing an iota of Al- 
vary’s spirit. His finest moinents were in the 
death scene, which was accampanied by the 
half stifled sobs of women from the audience. 


In general Vogl’s interpretation was the same 


one that New-Yorkers have known at the Met- 
ropolitan Opera-House, although it gained 
yreativ in power through the improved condi- 
tion of his voice. 

Sucher as Isolde was unchanged. Her in- 
terpretation undoubtedly takes the highest 
rank among the great achievements of the 
lyric stage. This is the verdict+ of Bayreuth 
and Germany, and her recent London tri- 
uinph added further testimony to the correct- 
ness of the estimate which musical Germany 
has placed upon her. In the second act today 
her absorbing passion swayed the audience 
marvelously, and when the opera closed the 
storm of bravos, the cheering, and applause 
were mingled with long and loud shouts for 
her appearance. Sucher expresses a strong 
wish to visit America, and all Americans who 
have seen herin Bayreuth could not desire 
more for musical New York than that it will 
not be long before her Isolde will be on the 
program of the Metropolitan Upera-House. 

Naturally Vogl and Sucher wear the highest 
honors of the day, Gura of Munich sang 
King Mark witb nobility of style and expres- 
sion. His voice, once deservedly famous, has 
lost much in power and resonance, but he is 
still a fine artist. Standigiof Berlin made an 
acceptable Brangaene, and Planch of Carls- 
ruhe was an admirable Kurwenal. Felix Mottl 
of Carlsruhe conducted with his wonted fire. 
The whole performance was exceptionally sat- 
isfactory. Murmurs of admiration passed 
through the house repeatedly, and several 
times in the second act the audience seemed 
on the point of violating the laws of Bay- 
reuth by breaking into applause, 

The weather has been fine and visitors have 
arrived today in considerable numbers. There 
is still, however, a noticeable lack of celebrat- 
ed artists and social lions. W. Von Sacus. 


ENTERPRISE OF THE JAPANESE, 


American Machinery Enables Them to Do 
Remarkable Things. 


Japan has recently giving astriking example 
of what can be done in the development of 
water power with the aid of electricity. About 
seven miles from the City of Kioto is Lake 
Biwa, having an area of 500 square miles at 
an elevation of 143 feet. From the lake to 
Kioto a navigable canal has been cut involv- 
ing two miles of tunnel and a long aque- 
duct. On reaching the city there 1s a sharp 
decline of 118 feet. The difference in level is 
overconie by inclined planeways 2,100 feet in 
length, on which boats are raised and lowered 
from one canal to the other. These plane- 
ways are operated by electric motors, which 
are driven by turbines using the fall just 
mentioned. The wheels are supplied with 
water from the high-level canal by three 
lines of thirty-six inch pipe 1,300 feet in 
length, delivering the water under a head of 
100 feet. Not only do these water-wheels 
furnish power to run the electric generator 
for the planeway motors, but they also oper- 
ate another dyaamo whose current is distrib- 
uted to motors which run rice-mills, spinning- 
mills, a watch factory, etc., and also drive an 
are and incandescent lighting plant. The 
whole work cost about $1,500,000. It is inter- 
esting to note that while the enterprise was 
planned and executed by the eminent Japanese 
engineer, Tenabe, the water-wheels are Amer- 
ican, the dynamos are American, and the 
motors and lamps are American. Our Jap- 
anese friends have always shown great par- 
tiality for electrical apparatus from the United 
States, and do not seem to care to buy any- 


where else.

THE PULPIT ON THE PITTSBURG RIOTS. 
an 


Diverse, Uncertain, Uninspired Utterances 
' by Men of the Cloth. 

New York Post: It was inevitable that there 
should have been a great rush of sermons on 
the Homestead riots last Sunday, As many 
as a score are more of less fully reported in 
the newspapers as delivered in this city and 
Boston, in Philadelphia and Pittspurg, and in 
other cities. Doubtless hundreds were 
preached throughout the country. It is, in 
fact, an increasing tendency with clergymen 
to preach on “topics of the times.”” This, 
perhaps, results in part from their deepening 
sense of the rivalry with Sunday. newspapers, 
into which they are more and more brought. 
“What Should Be the Attitude of the Pulpit 
to the Labor Problem?’ by the Rev. W. L 
Sheldon, and what he has to say is for the 
most part marked by extraordinary sobriety 
of judgment. In general, he urges the need 
of greater modesty on the part of clergymen 
in their deliverances an the various phases of 
the labor question. _He admits that there 
is a great temptation to “speak with 
authority,” and “with the same kind of 
an emphasis on practical affairs as in the 
sphere of pure religion.” Buthe maintains 
that. if it is the fact, as he believes it is, that 
ministers are in danger of speaking from the 
pulpit as though they “a superior 
judgment or insight,’’ when in reality they 
are “speaking on matters they know nothing 
about,” it is better to attempt a humbler 
role, lest even the people who now “listen to 
us with awe” will find out that the as- 
sumption of “wider knowledge’”’ is baseless. 

Mr. Sheldon would have the clergy stand on 
“‘a much more commonplace level.” He 
would have them admit that they are but men, 
like other mortals, * Waiting for guidance.”’ 
He advises them, first of all, to make a mote 
thorough study of the relations of labor 
and capital; to (get the int of 
view of Socialists and Anarchists, as 
wellas the standard writers; above all, to 
come into personal touch with both employ- 
ers and wage-earners; This done he thinks 
‘** the supreme work for the pulpit on the la- 
bor problem should be to explain and point 
out the symptoms rather than to suggest the 
remedy or cure.”’ An attitude of conciliation 
and sympathy is the proper one for the clergy- 
nan, and is as far as the average minister is 
qualified to go. 

Nosuch lowly and sensible conception of 
their true function controlled the tongues of 
most of those clergymen whose sermons of 
last Sunday on the Homestead disturbances 
have been reported in the press. Iu the ma- 
jority of cases they spoke as judges and 
dividers over their fellows, though it 1s little 
to say that their utterances were ill-considered, 
their awarding of blame or praise ost crude 
or dangerous, and their proposed remedies 
vague and inconsequential. Some of them 
went to great lengths in justifying the riotous 
strikers. Said the Rev. W. D. P. Bliss of 
Boston: 

Homestead has spoken tothe country. It has 
thrilled the ranks of labor with new life, new 
courage, pew manliness. Workmen have met and 
defeated the desperado hirelings of capital, and 
for their victory we need to thank God. 

Dr. Louis A. Banks of the same city “‘ puiled 
Carnegie qver the coals with a vengeance.” 
The Rev. Alfred Henry, “a prominent West 
Side pastor’ of Chicago, ** defended and up- 
held the locked-out millmen, and claimed that 
all men situated as they were would have done 
what they did.’””’ The Rev. C. H. Woolston of 
Philadelphia said: ; 

There has grown up a body of men in this coun- 
try who believe that the mills, the factories, the 
mines are the auction-blecks of old, by which 
they oppress their workmen as they did in the 
slavery days. Oneof these said recently that he 
did not believe in raising the wages of his men 
because it would give them more idle time. He 
has not learned that slavery is over. Let the guns 
that flashed at Homestead proclaim that in this 
country slavery is over fer white and black. 

As to the causes of tite difficulty. there ap- 
pete to have been a great diversity of opinion. 

he Rev. George P. Wilsen of Philadelphia 
thought that *“‘commercialism” was at the 
bottom of it, resulting in “the alienation 
of classes,” so that “the poor come 
to hate the Christ of the ~ capitalists, 
whom they hate.” Dr. H. C. McCook 
of the same city said that the outrages 
‘‘were the product of our American lawless- 
ness.”’ The Rev. H. Z. Duhring, also of Phila- 
delphia, declared that ‘* organized capital, as 
represented by the great Carnegie company, 
must be held responsible for precipitating the 
whole trouble.” But it was reserved for the 
Rev. Duncan MacGregor, likewise of Phila- 
deiphia, to uncover the fons et origo of all, 
which he did in the following lucid way: 

I will tell the cause. Let it stand out clearly 
before the whole world. I answer, the cause is 
social in its nature. 1 answer, the dash of bul- 
lets and blood, of brooms and brushes, of wrath- 
ful women and awful sounds of curse and carnage 
and contagion at Homestead, was the dashing 
surge of a great subterranean sea—a sea wide as 
the civil world, a sea that chafes under all civil 
governments. 

When we come to the question of remedies, 
we find equal diversity in the way of practical 
suggestions, and great vagueness in the re- 
ligious cures brought forward. Dr. William 
Boyd of Newark thought that *‘ the only solu- 
tion’ was for capital and labor “‘to realize 


that their relations are not antagonistic 
but reciprocal, and § apply the golden 
rule.”’ Mr. Woolston of Philadelphia 
was of the opinion that “the solution 


of all the workingmen’s difficulties is wm 
the ballot.’” The rhetorical Mr. MacGregor, 
already quoted, saw hope in the advice: ‘* Let 
the iron king and the puddler stand side by 
side as brothers.’”’ Mr, Wilsom said: ** The 


gospel of Christ furnishes a sufficient and the 


only antidote’’; but if he stated what it was 
the reporter did not ¢atch it. But for the 
completest and most hopeless statement of 
the religious remedy we do not need to go be- 
yond what was said in Homestead itself by the 
Rev. Mr. Thompson: 

When the world shall turn from 
selfish ends, all immoral efforts self-aggran- 
dizement will be thingsiof .the past. We shall 
then, indeed, have * Ilriumphant Democracy.’ 
When Cacnegte is not king, but when Christ is 
the acknowledged Lord of Hosts [sensation }, 
then the lion of capital shall lie down with the 
lamb of labor, and there will be no Pinkertons. to 
destroy orharm. 

It would probably be unfair to judge the 
pulpit asa whole by such mélancholy in- 
stances. We gratefully record the fact that 
many clergymen were silent on the riots, and 
thereby did a great deal'to raise the reputa- 
tion of their profession for intelligence. But 
the extracts we have cited are enough to 
show that the partial) knowledge and the 
uncertainty which clergymen display 
in private conversation about labor 
troubles do not pass into certainty and au- 
thority as soon as they mount the pulpit-stairs. 
There can be no doubt that as intermediaries 
between employers and workingmen minis- 
ters are in a position to do a work within the 
power of no other class; as social theorists 
they are so plainly without inspired wisdom 
that we think it would be far better for them 
to take Mr. Sheidon’s advice and not speak as 
if they had it.

THE PALACE OF THE GRAND LAMA, 


It Is Reached by Five Ladders and Holds 
a Huge Idol. 
Murray's Magazine: Potala, precipitous in 


outer city of. Lhasa, in the northwestern quar- 
ter. It 1s heaped upin the most fantastic 
style with halls and storied temples and mon- 
ster tombs; but on looking up from the foot 
of these heights the whole series seems con- 
joined into one vast structure, surmounted by 
five gold-plated, rectangular domes of great 
size. : 


**Red Palace,’’ a building carried up to the 
height of eleven stories, and which is ascended 
from story to story by means of wooden lad- 
ders with broad but difficult steps. This is 


climb and cluster. The lower storics are 
built against the sheer face of the acclivity. 

After passing up a steep path avenued by 
trees you arrive at the principal or eastern 
doorway of the whole estabiishment. Here 
first is a long hall, up which you may ride on 
pony back if you choose. ‘The hall is gar- 
nished on either hand by long rows of massive 
prayer cylinders, which, placed like barrels 
on end on well-viled pivots, can easily be 
made to revolve with a touch as you pass 
along. ‘ 

Each barrel has within it, wound com- 
pactiy on the iron axle passing from top to 
bottom, innumerable lengths of paper, on 
which has been stamped many thousands of 
times the well-known formula: ** Om Mani 
Padme Hum.,’’ the special invocation to the 
Bodhisattwa Cheuraisi, and therefore to the 
Grand Lama, who visibly impersonates him. 
At the end of .the hall are broad stone steps, 
which mount to a paved landing where stands 
an obelisk. You are now againin the open 
air, and two long flights of steps, hemmed in 
by the outer walis of other buildings, ascend 
up the face of the hill to the ground floor of 
the Red Palace. 

Thence the ladder-climbmg commences. 
Five long ladders, one after the other, have to 
be scalea, passing up through dark and mys- 
terious vaults—really vestibules to the neigh- 
boring buildmgs—some with weird-looking 
passages conducting who shali know whither? 
Atthe top of the fifth ladder things seem 
brighter, since now you enter the more habit- 
able portion of the palace, comprising suites 
of rcoma, set above set. 

On this floor, in an adjoining apartment, 
are the lower limbs of an elephantine image 
of Jhampa, the Buddha-to-come. He is seated 
on a platform in this room, ead his figure is 
of such colossal proportions that it passes up 
through the floors of the two other stories 
above this one. Altogether.the image is said 
to be about seventy feet high. When you 
have reached the third floor of the upper por- 
tion of the palace you may walk around and 
gaze upon the monster head and shoulders of 
the gilded Buddha. |

DEATH OF DR. CHAPIN | 


THE FIRST PRESIDENT OF BELOIT 
COLLEGE PASSES AWAY. 


His Life Work in the East and West—What 
the College Owes to His Efforts—As Ed- 
ucator and Author He Has Been One of 
the Foremost of His Section—Mother 
Caroline, the Distinguished Head of the 
Order of Sisters of Notre Dame in the 
West, Dies at Milwaukee—Other Deaths. 

Bexorr, Wis., July 22.—[Special.]—The 
death of Dr. Aaron L. Chapin, ex-President 
of Beloit College, occurred soon after 
noon today. He died without Yeturning to 


consciousness. In his death Beloit loses one 


of its foremost citizens, and the country one 
of its chief educators. The funeral will be 


held Monday afternoon at 4 o’clock. 

{Aaron Lucius Chapin, first President of Beloit 
College, was bern in Hartford, Conn., Feb. 4, 1817. 
His ancestors on tho side of both father and 
mother were citizens of Connecticut, and were 
persons of robust wt Nag Sd and character. He 
received his academic education in the Hartford 
Grammar Schorl and Yale College, graduating 
at the latter institution in 1837. Among the 
members of his class were several gentlemen of 
national reputation. The Rev. A, L. Stone D. D., 
the Hon. Jeremiah Evarts, Chief Justice Morri- 
son R. Waite, and Prof. Benjamin Silliman are of 
the number. During the year subsequent to his 
leaving college he was enssged in teaching in a 
family school in Baltimore, Md., and from 1838 to 
1843 was a professor in the New York Institution

for the Deaf and Dumb. He studied theology 
while there engaged and received his diploma at 
Union Theological Seminary of New York 
in - 1842. The Western States were at 
this time opening new fields for enterprise 
not only in the pursuits of ordinary industry, but 


to the Christian | .inistry and academical instruc- 


tion. 
American Home Missionar 
1844 to Milwaukee, Wis:, where he became pastor 
of the First Presbyterian Church. Here he re- 
mained six years. His pastorate in Milwaukeo is 
spoken of as one of great thoroughness and effi- 
ciency, and his friendéhip in that city is affection- 
ately cherished by not afew who were cognizant 
of his early ministry. In February of 1850* Dr. 
Chapin was calied from Milwaukee to Beloit Col- 
lege as its first President, and was inaugurated 
into the duties of that office July 24th of the same 
year. The Rev. Jackson J. Bushnell and the Rey. 
Joseph Emerson, D. D., had just become profes- 
sors of the new institution, andto Dr. Chapin in 
conjunction with these two professors are in a 
large mébasure due the wise principles 
and methods by which its administration 
bas been rendered so eminently  success- 
ful in the training of men. Dr. Chapin was mar- 
ried to Miss Martha Colton of Lendx, Mass., Aug. 
23, 1843. After her death he married as his second 
wife Miss Fannie L. Coit of New London, Conn., 
Aug. 26,1861. The degree of Docter of Divinity 
was conferred on Mr. Chapin by Williams College 
in 1853, and that of Doctor of Laws by the ni- 
versity of New York in 1882. In 1865, durtnhg a 
brief period of physical exhaustion,’ he passed sev- 
eral months in Eurepe. Again, in 1883, he visited 
the Old World as member of a committee sent by 
the American board to the Turkish mission for 
the purpose of adjusting certain differences be- 
tween the American churches and the mis- 
sionaries of the board. He has served the 
Board of Missions as one of its corporate 
members for many years. In 1884 he was ap- 
pointed to preach the annual sermon. For many 
years he has also been director of the American 
Home Missionary Society, one of the Vice 
Presidents) of the American Missionary So- 
ciety, President of the Board of Trustees 
of the State Institution for Deaf Mutes, 
and one of the directors of the Chicago Theo- 
logical Seminary. He was one of the Board 
of Examiners at the United States Naval School 
at Annapolis in 1872, and occupied the same posi- 
tion at West Point in 1873. Inthe midst of a busy 
life Dr. Chapin has found little leisure for the 
protracted labor of literary authorship. He has 
given to the press a few occasional. sermons, ad- 
dresses, and reviews. In 1578 an edition of ‘* Way- 
land’s Political Economy” was issued under his 
supervision, in which the original work was re- 
cast and partly rewritten by him: This revision 
has been adopted as a text book in several 
schools and colleges, and is spoken of with honor. 
Dr. Chapin resigned the Presidency of the college 
at the annual commencement in 1586, his long 
labors causing him to feel the pressure of ad- 
vancing years. A mind of remarkable’ poise and 
a heart growing through all these yéars in conse- 
cration to the good of men, with a physical 
frame eminently qualified for exacting labor, 
have all been given freely. The results of his life 
in the history of Beloit College and of its sons 
and in the direct contribution he has made to the 
life of the commonwealth and the American 
church have been to him a crown of joy, as it is 
manifestly a crown of honor. He leaves four 
children, Mrs. Henry D. Porter of Tien Tsin, 
China, and Prof. Robert ©. Chapin, late of Drury, 
who succeeds his father to the chair of civil 
polity ; Miss Anna and Miss Ellie Chapin, daugh- 
ters at home. |}

Ex-Gov. H. J. Gardner. 

Mitton, Mass., July 22.—[Special.]—Ex- 
Gov. H. J.Gardner died at 10 o’clock last even- 
ing, at his temporary residence in this town, 
after an illness of eighteen months. H. J. 
Gardner, who was carried into power in 1855, 
and held the reins of office for three terms, 
was born in Dorchester in 1819. In 1838 he took 
the degree of Bachelor of Arts at Bowdoin. 
Before this he had _ studied at Phillips 
Academy and at Harvard University. The 
Cambridge University made him Doctor of 
Laws, Like the greater number of living ex- 
Chief Executives, Gov. Gardner served in the 
City of Boston in the Common Council. He 
was a member during the years of ’50, ’51, ’52, 
and ’53, holding the office of President in the 
last two years. He was elected to/aseatin the 
lower branch of the Legislature in 1852, 
and again in 1853. . He was chosen a member 
of the State Constitutional convention of 1853, 
and was, with the exception of ex-Mayor Lin- 
coln, the only survivor ot the forty or more 
delegates whom the citizens of Boston sent to 
the convention. During his administration as 
Chief Magistrate of the Commonwealth much 
healthy and long-needed legislation was ac- 
complished and many laws enacted which 
time and experience prove were founded on 
right and reason and which remain on the 
statute Books today. 

[Ex-Gov. Gardner was a resident of Chicago 
many years and was prominent in Board of 
Trade circles, He was a member of the firm of 
Gardner, Stone & Co., which was organized in 
speeon in 1578, and later in business here. George 
H, Stone, tlie present Secretary of the board, was 
his partner, the firm being dissolved in 1880; 
Gov. Gardner ower lived at the Grand Pacific 


Hotel while in Chicago, Before | coming to 
Chicago Goy. Gardner was successfully a 
member of two extensive dry goods 


houses in Boston, and Governor for two terms, 
being elected on the Know-Nothing ticket. He 
afterwards engaged in the banking business at

Mother Caroline of Notre Dame, Milwaukee.

BUSINESS OF DETECTIVE AGENCIES. 


They Furnish Wemen as Well as Men for 
Queer Kinds of Work. 
Indianapolis News: There is prevalent an 
impression that the men who are employed 
under the name of “ Pinkerton” to guard 


property and help put down strikes are de- 4 


tectives. This is not true. The class of men 
who are employed for this purpose aré, asa 
rue, without occupation or character. 
When a railroad company or other cor- 
poration wants some of thesé guards it goes 
to the managers of detéctive agencies and 
make its wants kpown. An advertisement 
is put in the papers for men wanted as guards. 
In the case of Pinkerton, he pays them $2.50 a 
day for their services, while he charges a cor- 
poration from $4 to $6 a day and necessary ex- 
penses. That is where he makes his profits. 

He puts them in charge of some of his 
They are not trained 
soldiers, but simply a lot of men who will do 
the bidding of officers. They seldom know 
where they are going or what is expected of 
them. They are employed because they have 
no fine scruples, and when they have finished 
the particular job for which they are hired 
they are turned loose in the cities from which 
they were taken. They have no police author- 
ity at all, and neither has Pinkerton for that 
matter. They are simply hired at $2.50 a day, 
and are willing to do whatever they are told so 
long as they get their money. Pinkerton 
pays them no money until they have finished 


| their work and have been returned to the office 


where they were hired. The captain or leader 


is supplied with money and buys what is 


needed, 

During the switchmen’s strike at Chicago 
the Pennsylvania company had 150 guards se- 
creted in a warehouse. They were penned up 
for ten days, and neither the strikers nor the 
people of Chicago knew they were there. 
They had been brought from Philadelphia on 
a special train in the night time. In a build- 
ing close by were stored Winchester rifles, re- 
volvers, and ammunition in charge of a 
guard, a genuine Pinkerton detective, who 
had orders to shoot the members of the Phila- 
delphia gang if they attempted to capture the 
arms. A Pennsylvaria official was asked why 
he did not permit the guards to have the 
weapons. He replied that he was afraid they 
would steal them. One of the crowd said: “If 
I could get a hold of one of them bloody guns, 
I’d have me a new suit of togs.”’” Luckily the 
services of this crowd of men were not needed 
at Chicago, and they were sent home, 

During the Lake Erie and Western strike 
sixty toughs were quartered in a hotel at La- 
fayette. In this State there is a law against 
the importing of Pinkerton or other foreign 
detectives or guards, so these fellows were not 
known as Pinkerton men, yet they were iden- 
tically the same kind of guards that Pinkerton 
employs, and no doubt many of them have 
been in his service before and since the time 
they were at Lafayette. Nor is Pinkerton the 
only man who supplies these guards on de- 
mand. In New York there are half a dozen 
agencies where they can be procured. 

Theil’s agency at St. Louis and Mooney & 
Boland of Chicago are alsoin the business. 
Pinkerton has regularly employed about 1,200 
men, some of whom are paid large salaries, 
and would not be suspected of being detect- 
ives when seen at parties and social entertain- 
ments in dress suits, but they are detectives, 
and their business there is to prevent the rob- 
bery of guests or the stealing of wedding pres- 
ents put on display. One of Pinkerton’s men 
traveled all over South America as a French 
Count and captured an embezzler while he and 
the man wanted were the guests of honor at a 
féte given by the wealthy people of Rio Jan- 
eiro. 

Then Pinkerton has the “ shadows,” the 
fellows who work up evidence in divorce cases 
and do that class of business. Others are 
used to ferret out toaurders, robberies, and 
ordinary crimes of all kinds. He has, too, 
some sixty women, and someof them are 
bright and shrewd. It was a woman, and one 
whose home is in Indiana, who trapped the 
notorious Jim Cumniins. They are mostly 
used in large stores and on railroad trains 
as ‘*spotters.’’ Another class of his men are 
his pawn police, who are simply night 
watchmen and employed to guard steres 
and watch for fires, their duties being about 
the same as those of merchant policemen. 
While Pinkerton has received the credit for 
furnishing most of the “spotters”? used by 
railroad companies, he has supplied but few 
of them. Theil’s agency at St. Louis makes 
a specialty of this kind of business. He 
has branch offices in every large city in 
the country. He employs more women than 
Pinkerton does, and supplies the Pullman 
company with a majority of the ‘**spotters”’ 
used by that corporation. 

Afew years ago the writer was on a train on 
an Indiana railroad, and in front of him sat'a 
woman in deep mourning. When the con- 
ductor came through she told him that she 
had no money or ticket, that her child was 
lying at the point of death at Elkhart, and 
that she was trying to get toit. She begged 
and entreated the conductor to carry her to 
that point where, she said, she had friends 
who would pay him well for his trouble. 

**You must pay your fare or getoff the 
train,’’ said the conductor bluntly. 

“You certainly will not be so inhuman 
as to keep me from reaching my dying 
child,”’ said the woman, as the tears came to 
her eyes. 7 

The conductor reached for the bell cord as 
the efigine whistled for a small station. The 


passengers began to grow indignant, and there | 


was talk of a col'ection to pay the woman’s 
fare, when the conductor, taking the woman 
by the arm, saidin aloud voice: “This wom- 
an isaspotter. Seven years ago she caused 
the discharge of several conductors on the 
Lake Shore road, to whom she told this story 
and who carried her free. I regret to say that 
I was one of the conductors, and I do not pro- 
pose to be caught again.”’ 

Without a word the woman got up and left 
the train when it stopped, and the indignation 
of the passengers melted away as she disap- 
peared. 

One of Theil’s “spotters,’’ who afterward 

held a high position on the detective force-of 
Denver, boasted that he caused the discharge 
of sixteen passenger conducturs in one 
month. He had to ledve San Francisco. to 
save his life. A few years ago, on a certain 
date, every passenger and accommodation 
train on the Pennsylvania lines west of 
Pittsburg carried from one to four ‘spotters. 
They rode for several days, and in a short 
time there was a wholesale discharge of con- 
ductors. 
* It is claimed that at this time Theil’s “ spot- 
ters’ are working on Big Four trains. As said 
before, Pinkerton gets the credit for all this, 
while the other fellow gets the money. It is 
not generally known that there is an agency 
in this city that has thirty-two operatives em- 
ployed, three of them being women, and some 
of the work done by them has been credited 
to Pinkerton. When aman hires a genuine 
Pinkerton detective he does not, as many 
suppose, receive reports from the so-called 
sleuth hounds. The detective makes-a report 
to Pinkerton. He writes it out on a type- 
writer and sends it to the man who is paymg 
the bill. There is another branch of detective 
work business known as railroad work. In 
this are the special officers regularly em- 
ployed by the “spotters,” and pay no atten- 
tion to matters in which the railroad is not 
interested. They have police authority both 
from the State and from different cities.

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TRADE MUCH BETTER. 


IMPROVEMENT IN TRANSACTIONS 
AND PROSPECTS. 


Returns from Many States Show That the 
Sprig Wheat Crop Is Surpassing All 
Expectations—Liberal Western Orders 
for Eastern-Made Fabrics—The Pros- 
pects for Maturing Collections Is Better 
~—Southern Sales Depress Pig-iron 
Prices;-Report of the Week’s Clearings. 


New York, duly 22.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
weekly review of trade says: There is dis- 
tinct improvement, not only in transactions 
in comparison with the same time last year, 
but also in prospects for the coming season. 
Prospects of spring wheat are remarkably 
good and returns (from many of the States 
surpass all expectations. Wheat has risen 214 
cents in spite of Western receipts amounting 
to 2,136,000 bushels in three days, against ex- 
ports of | 908,000 bushels. Oats also rose 1 
cent and pork products a shade, and corn has 
has advanced 2 pet cent. In coffee there was 
a slight advance, andin oil a fractional de- 
cline. But in the ¢otton market a decline of 
a sixteenth occurted, with sales of 560,000 
bales ina week. — 

Business in dry goods at Boston is active, 
with liberal Western orders. Cotton mills 
are actively employed and orders will keep 
the woolen mills crowded for some time to 
come, while the bdot and shoe makers are 
full, the rubber works busy, leather firm, 
and wool being bought by manufacturers, 
the sales reaching 5,400,000 pounds for the 
week. At Philadelphia trade in most lines is 
fair, but more firm in manufactured iron, 
while wool sales are large and the grocery 
trade is excellent for the season. 
Manufactured iron is stiffened also by the 
closing of many mills, and the works at Cleve- 
land are pushed beyond their capacity, with 
soine advance in structural iron. Trade there 
is better than last year. The clothing trade 
at Cipcindatti increases and the trade in shoes 
improves, 

In all the leading lines trade exceeds last year 
at Chicago, and progpects for maturing collec- 
tions aré healthy. Receipts of wheat and corn 
fall short this week, but the usual large in- 
crease appears in cured meats, hogs, and cat- 
tle, with receipts of flour double, of oats three 
times, and of barley and rye four times last 
year. About Milwaukee trade is satisfactory. 
From Minnesota reports indicate a repetition 
of last year’s crops; at St. Paul trade 1s quiet 
and at Duluth the tone in lumber and building 
materials and flour was never more satisfac- 
tory. At St. Louis trade is firm. Receipts of 
cattle are liberal at Kansas City, and trade 
fairly good. At Omaha general trade is ex- 
cellent. At Denver trade is.very good, and at 
Louisville fair, but at other Southern points 
dullness appears. Rain is reported to have 
slightly affected cotton. Considerable im- 
provement is seen at New Orleans, though 
sugar is strong and rice firm. 

Southern sales depress prices of pig-iron, 
but bar, plates, and structural iron are active 
and higher. Lake copper is weak, with large 
sales at 1114 cents, tin lower at 20.6 cents, and 
lead at 4.1 cents, with pressure to sell. A fir- 
ther advance in anthracite coal is proposed, 
but soft coal sold at $2 at Philadeiphia. 

The stock :narket has been little affected by 
the vote of Burlington and Quincy to with- 
draw from the Western Traftic Association, 
for fine crop prospects and the coming ad- 
journment of Congress gives strong operators 
a basis for a successful campaign against the 
shorts. Money is unusually plenty. Mer- 
chandise exports in three weeks of July are 
only half of 1 per cent largerthan last year, 
while in imports a large increase appears.

WANTS SOMETHING PRACTICABLE. 


Electric Street Railway Company Has Not 
Yet Decided About Its Ordinance. 

J. L. Cochran of the North Shore and 
Evanston Electric Street) railway company 
could not say yesterday whether his company 
would accept the ordinance that was passed 
by the Council Thursday night. Several of 
the amendments are objectionable to the com- 
pany. The one especially so is that presented 
by Ald. Biegler providing that within one 
year after a practicable underground electric 
motor system is discovered | it shall be substi- 
tuted for the trolley system on the direction 
of the Mayor and City Council. 

‘There is not a practicable underground 
system in the world,” said Mr. Cochran. 
** Hundreds of thousands of dollars have been 
spent in efforts to perfect such a system. 
The West End company of Boston has spent 
probably $200,000 in that direction, and the 
electrical railway manifacturing companies 
have laid out treble and quadruple that amount 
ofmoney. All of it has been thrown away. 
There is an underground road in operation in 
Buda‘Pesth, but it is operated under peculiar 
conditiors which do not constitute a test 
of the feasibility of the road in another coun- 
try and another climate. We do not regard 
the road’ which Mr. Yerkes is running on the 
North Side as a svecess. We have investi- 
gated it, and have not arrived at that conclu- 
sion hastily. There is no objection on the 
ground of expense to the adoption of an un- 
derground system, but we are satisfied that it 
is not practical, and we want no condition in- 
corporated in our franchise requiring us to 
adopt a system which we believe to be im- 
practicable.”’ : 

The North Shore and Evanston Electric 
Street railway has been written about consid- 
erably lately. The Thomson-Houston Elec- 
tric company is interested in it, and it is pro- 
posed to use the overhead trolley system. The 
franchise granted by the Council gives the 
right of way from Dewey courtto the south 
line of Rogers Park. The company securea 
a franchise to pass through Rogers Park last 
spring on condition that it should have its 


road in operation one year from last March, 


Mr. Cochran says that if the franchise is ac- 
cépted the road can be in operation in four 


anonths, 


The company wants to reach the heart of 
Evanston. It has secured some signatures to 
a frontage petition ori North Chicago avenue, 
will yo before the LEvans- 
ton Council next Monday with a request 
for a franchise. If this is granted the length 
of the road will be between nine and te 
miles. The ordinance provides that the cars 
shall run every ten minutes at the lower end 
of the route, and during the morning and 
evening rush hours every eight minutes. The 
coinpany claims to be able to run its cars at 
as high a rate of speed as twenty-five miles an

CALLED OUT IN CANADA. 
+ 


Soldiers Needed®to Protect Oustom-House 
Offieers in Their Duties. 

Ortawa, Ont., July 22.—[Special. ]—Bouch- 
ard, the bold smuggler of the St. Lawrence, 
is still at liberty, and not only have all ef- 
forts to capture him proved unavailing, but 
the officers of customs have been openly 
balked in their attempts to secure a further 
haul of his contraband cargo, 

The four customs officers who essayed the 
seizure seem to have had a rough time of it. 
Armedywith badges and buttons only they 
visited that smuggler’s paradise, the Isle 
aux Coudres, in the hopt of unearthing a por- 
tion of the smuggled liquors. The smugglers 
had brought the cargo there; but the customs 
officials discovered little else than that fact, 
for the inhabitants were in no mood to suffer 
the interference of the law with the trattic 
whereby many of them gained a livelihood. 

Bouchard’s smuggled cargo had been plen- 
tifully distributed and the populace were so 
full ot whisky and loyalty to the contraband- 
ist that they dared almost anything in his de- 
fense. They not only defied the officers and 
prevented them from searching for the cache, 
but drove them out of the settlement with 
riotous demonstration. 

Upon their return to Quebec the officials 
reported their experiences. It was decided 
that the law must be respetted and if neces- 
sary an armed force would’ be utilized to 
protect the officers in their search of the 
island. Accordingly the Department of Mili- 
tia was requested to send an adequate force 
along with the customs officials to Isle aux 
Coudres. 

Today the necessary authority was given by 
the Minister of Militia and a force of forty 
soldiers, under a Major and a Captain, fully 
armed and accompanied by astaff surgeon, 
was ordered to proceed to the island to pro- 
tect Collector Forsythe and his officials in 
making a thorough search of the smugglers’ 
retreat.

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IS FORCING WEATHER. 


THE LAST WEEK HAS DONE MUCH 
GOOD TO CORN, 


It Has Not Helped Spring Wheat and Has 
Interfered with the Thrashing of Win- 
ter Wheat—The Grade Has Been Low- 
ered in Some Localities, but so Far It 
Is Not General—Farmers Are Not Sell- 
ing as Freely as They Did at the Open- 
ing of Harvest, 

Dwiaur, Ili, July 22.—|Special.}]—This has 
been a week of excellent growing weather in 
the corn belt east of the Mississippi River. 
with more or less heavy showers in the winter 
wheat belt from Ohio to Kansas and hot 
and sultry weather in the spring wheat 
belt. .This is the first week of anything like 
general uniform conditions in the surplus 
grain-growing States of the country during 
the growing season of 1892. The winter wheat 
harvest has reached its northern limit, but 


thrashing has been more or less interfered 


with by heavy rains, and the cutting of grass 
is now fairly upon us. 

All through Southern and Central Minne- 
sota the spring wheat is just about headed 
out. The last few days reports have been on 
the increase with regard #0 the appearance of 
rust, and more or less of the heavy wheat is 
hodged. Thecrop is in a critical condition ; 
the stalks are tender, and heavy rains or wind 
would flatten it. In North Dakota wheat is 
just heading out. The crop on the whole is 
two weeks late, and in the northern portion of 
this State it is three weeks late. More or less 
of heavy wheat is loaged and the crop nuw 
promises to be considerably below that of last 
year. There is great danger of the wheat be- 
ing caught by frost, especially in the northern 
counties. Frost will have to stay off until 
Sept. 15 or it will catch a great deal of it. 
More or less of the wheat sown on stubble 
land looks poorly. No more rains are needed 
before harvest. | 

Condition of the Corn. 

In Northern and Central Illinois during 
the present week corn has seemed to realize 
that ithas no time tolose if it pulls through 
before frost. The warm weather and frequent 
rains have kept it growing right along. Little 
of the corn yet is in tassel and it is a strange 
sight at this season of the year to see farmers 
still in their fields working the corn. It is 
safe to say that corn has been “laid by ’’,this 
season with one-third less cultivation than last 
year. With the wheat, oat, and hay harvest 
all on hand nearly at the same time farmers 
have been forced to lay their corn by prema- 
turely, and the almost unanimous opinion 
seems now to be that under the most favor- 
able conditions that can prevail we cannot 
growin Northern and Central Illinois more 
than three-fourths of last year’s crop. 

Considering the lateness of the crop, corn is 
looking fairly well at the present time in In- 
diana, but so far as growth is concerned it is 
far behind what it was at this time last year. 
Northern Ohio reports that the general condi- 
tion of the corn crop is poor. Until recently 
there has been too much wet weather for corn, 
but the present week has been a good one, but 
it will require a late fallto get anything of a 
crop. 

In Missouri corn varies all the way from 
poor to good, A fair prospect of an average 
crop, though mich of it will require perfect 
weather to mature it, Southern Kansas re- 
ports that corn has been growing finely and 
with good rains coe August the crop will 
be an average one. The early corn is just 
tasscling:out' with rank asatalke. Oats are 
mostly cut. but ne reports of yield yet. They 
do not, however, promise to be as heavy as 
last year. Re Senond fam ys er | 

Eastern Nebraska reports that they have 
had a week of very hot, forcing weather, and 
the corn is tasseling out very rapidly. The 
fields are generally clean and the color good. 
With the exception of corn being about ten 
days late prospects are nearly as good as last 
year vor up to theaverage of years. In lowa 
there is little corn in tassel yet. Farmers are 
only just about through cultivating the crop. 
The general average is not up to that of a year 
ago. 

“The above State reports from the surplus 
corn States of the country show that every- 
where the crop is uneven, has not generally 
received its usual amount of cultivation, that 
it is now only beginning to tassel out, and to- 
day 1s from three to four weeks late as com- 
pared with an average season. Nebraska 
seems to be the only State which has anything 
like a prospect of making as good a yield as 
last year, but when the corn has.only just 
tasseled out and has not made a single ear, 
and the weather of the next twenty days being 
the weather which makes the ears, it seems to 
me the height of folly to attempt to estimate, 
with the extreme conditions through which 
we have gone this season, how big or how 
sinall acorn crop we are going to make in 
1892. We all recollect how poor our prospects 
were in July and also August last. year and 
then what September did for us. Last year 
we had an even and fine stand of corn, while 
this season it is just the reverse. 

The Winter Wheat Harvest. 

The frequent and heavy rains of the present 
week have seriously interfered with thrash- 
ing in Central Illinois and will do much to- 
ward making wheat off grade. In Southern 
Illincis thrashing has also been more or less 
delayed by rains. Farmers have been thrash- 
ing very freely out of the shock. The quality 
isynostly good though some has been damaged 
by rust. There has been a general disposition 
to let go wheat regardless of price, but the 
yields have been so vaned that farmers in the 
territory just referred to seem now more in- 
clined to staek wheat than they did at the 
opening of harvest. A good deal of wheat 
has come in soft and in poor condition. The 
milling trade does not open up prosperously. 

Northern Missouri reports t during the 
last week they have had very heavy rains 
which have, of course, put astop to thrash- 
ing. The wheat that has been thrashed is not 
making the yield that many farmers thought 
it would. Farmers are not inclined to be as 
free sellers as tney were thirty days ago. In 
Southern Missouri thrashing has also been de- 
layed by showers, and wheat is going into 
stack toa very great éxtent. The yield and 
quality vary greatly. Instead of all being 
good as was anticipated some of the wheat is 
poor both in yield and quality. 

In Southern Kansas very little wheat has 
yet been thrashed. Yields vary all the way 
from eleven bushels per acre to twenty-five; 
some wheat was injured by rust. Wheat has 
been going very largely into stack and a free 
movement at present prices is not 
looked for. At the millers’ convention at 
the State of Kansas, it was asserted that there 
was not over 10 per cent of last year’s crop 
left in the hands ot farmers in the State. 


m4 Thrashing On in Kansas. 
In Centra! and Northern Kansas the thrash- 


‘ing machines are starting up. It is largely 


grading No. 2. Considerable wheat has 
already been sold at 50 cents, but the wheat is 
now going into the granary, with a prospect 
of staying there for some time to come, as 
farmers think it is too cheap. Im Southern 
ludiana farmers have been delayed by heavy 
rains from thtrashing from the shock, Wheat 
will not move freely as usual owing to the low 


rice. 
. In Central Ohio thrashing machines have 
just started. The yield varies all the way 
from eight to eighteen bushels per acre. 

In Southera Ohio thrashing has p 
rery fast. Farmers are not dis to sell 
and at present prices the movemeut will be 
light. 

_- Northern Ohio little thrashing has been 
done. Farmers will not sell below seventy- 
five cents. The crop varies greatly from shriv- 
eled to plump No. 2 quality. The yield 
does not begin to compare with that of last 
year. There has been very little thrashing 
done yet in the State of Michigan. At pres- 
ent prices a free movement of wheat is not 
looked for. Samples so far indicate more or 
less shrunken wheat. Harvest has only 
fairly begun and the yield everywhere prom- 
ises to be very irregular.

ABUNDANT YIELD OF WHEAT. 


The Harvest in Minnesota and North Da- 
kota Is Late, Though. | 
St. Pavn, Minn., July 22.—{ Special. ]—An 
abundant yield of wheat in Minnesota and the 
Dakotas is assured. The average will fall some- 
what short of last year, but it will stand far 
above the average of the last thirty years. The 
harvest will be from a week to nearly a month 
late, but only a disaster of wide extent ean 
materially decrease the yield now promised. 
The Northern Pacific Elevator company has 
just completed a. canvass of the wheat 
prospects in its  territo Minnesota 
and North Dakota. The’ estimate “4° 
that the wheat raised on the lines 
will not be over from 65 to 75 per cent of the 
quantity produced last rear. This is due in 
part to the fact that the acreage of wheat is 25 
per cent less than it was last year. | 
The North Dakota Elevator company com- 
vere its canvass of the situation along 
ine of its elevators, and takes a less hope 
view of the situation. It estimates that the 
wheat raised will not exceed 60 per cent of the 
amount produced last year. This is also due 
in part to a decrease in acreage of 25 per cent. 
I'he harvest will not begin at any of these 
points before Aug, 25. As inthe other sec- 
tions there is some epenosants of rust, but no 
damage has resultod from it, and itis not 
much feared. 


FOR A RIFLE RANGE OR CAMP GROUND? 


Ex-Capt. Hardenbrook Expresses Himself 
Regarding the Waukegan Purchase. | 

W. T. Hardenbrook, ex-Captain of the Sec- 
ond Infantry, I. N. G., has the following to 
say concerning the Waukegan rifle range: _ 

‘i The recent purchase by the State -of Tlli- 
ois of a tract of land on Lake Michigan 
about five mile& north of Waukegan, to be 
used ostensibly as a rifle range by the Illinois 
National Guard, suggests an inquity into the 
manner and means employed by which the 
Legislature was induced to make an appro- 
priation tq defray the expenses of this enter- 
prise. 

‘A bill was introduced in the Senate of the 
last Legislature appropriating $132,500 a year 
for the ensuing two years for the uses of the 
Illinois National Guard; $12,500 a year of 
this sum, or $25,000 for the two years, was to 
be used for the purchase of a rifle range near 
Chicago. The bill received the necessary two- 
thirds vote and became alaw. A bitter fight 
was made by the opponents of the bill and 
arguments were introduced to show that the 
item of $25,000 embraced ‘in the bil! for the 
purchase of a rifle range was simply a subter- 
fuge to carry out a pet scheme of some of the 
Chicago members of tie National Guard to 
acquire a piece of land to be used as a north- 
erh camp-ground. I was a member of the 
committee which went down from Chicago 


and refuted the statements made by oppo- 


nents of the bill, being myself an enthusiastic 
riffeman, and representing a like element. 
““In June, 1891, Gov. Fifer: appointed a 
committee of five to select a suitable piece of 
ground located near Chicago and recommend 
its purchase. After considerable effort and 
much search a piece of ground was found at 
Winnetka, situated on the Chicago and North. 
western railroad about sixteen miles north of 
the city, being about forty minutes ride and 
the present rate of fare costing for the round 
trip but 36 cents. Capt. Frank D. Baldwi 
U. S. A., Inspector of Small Arms Practice of 
the Department of the Missouri, made a thor, 
ough examination of the Winnetka property 
and strongly recommended the location of the 
rifle range at that point. This report was 
submitted to the committee appointed by 
Governor, but the proposition failed to mee 
with the approval of a majority of the mem, 
bers of the committee for the reason 
while the jand in question might be ada 
tor a perfect rifle range 1t was not at 
same time suitable for the location of a cam

Considerable consternation was caused in 
Eastern railroad circles when a communica- 
tion was received by the members of the feast- 
bound Freight committee from Chairman 
Blanchard of the Central Traffic Association, 
announcing that the Vandalia line had pub- 
lished a tariff, effective July 25, making rates 
on grain and grain products, in carloads, on 


the basis of 20 cents per 100 pounds, mgr ya 


to New York. It is not known that any of 
other lines have taken similar action, but 
there can be no doubt that all the roads in the 
Central Traffic Aésociation will make a corre- 
sponding reduction. 

About two or three months ago the Van- 
dalia made a reduction in all sixth class rates 
to the 20-cent basis and the other roads met 
the rate.

Sr. Louris, July 22.—The Travelers’ Pro- 
tective Association of America, whose head- 
quarters are in St. Louis, started several years 
agoonawork which now seems likely to 
bring the desired results. The association 
proposes to furnish merchants and commer- 
cial travelers with a 5,000-mile interchange- 
able book that can be used on any of the 
railroads. A meeting was recently held at 
Peoria, Mil., at which several roads ‘centering 
there agreed to the commercial men’s scheme. 
George S. McGrew, the National President of 
the Travelers’ Protective Association, states 
that his association will at once make arrange- 
ments for the formation of a clearing house, 
such as the roads desire.

SURVIVAL OF THE FEUDAL SYSTEM. 


Annual Presentation of Emblematic Stand- 
ards to Queen Victoria, 

A queer old survival of the feudal system 
was witnessed the other day at Windsor, when 
the enermously fat Duke of Wellington 
visited the castle for the purpose of present- 
ing the Queen with a smali English royal 
standard, writes the Marquise de Fontenoy. 

The latter 1s due by him every year. to the 
Queen on the anniversary of the Battle of 
Waterloo, and it is by virtue of this presenta- 
tion that he holds from the crown his estate 
and country seat at Strathfieldsaye, and his 
superb London palace, known as Apsley 
House, in Piccadilly. This tenure is known 
to lawyera as “petite sergeantry.’’ Tech- 
nically speaking, if the Duke fails to present 
this flag to the sovereign, or to one of her 
representatives appointed for the purpose, his 
entire landed estates revert to the crown. 

The flag itself is hung in the guard-room 
of the state apartments of Windsor Castle, 
where it remains until Waterloo day of the 
following year, when it is claimed by the 
officer of the guard who happens to be on duty 
as A perquisite. 

Near itin the guard-room hangs the little 
French flag. which the Duke of Marlborough 
is similarty obliged to present to her Majesty 
on the anniversary of the battle of Blenheim, 
this being the condition on which he holds the 
palace and estate cf Blenheim, which were 
presented by the crown to the first Duke of 
Marlborough as a reward for his famous 
victory, over the French at the battle of 
Blenheim. 

The difference between the presentation of 
the flag of the Duke of WelJington and that of 


the flag of the Duke of Marlborough consists 


in that whereas the former proceeds in person 
to Windsor, and generally is accorded an 
audience by her Majesty on the aaniversary 
of the battle of Waterloo, the Duke of Marl- 
horeugh is obliged on the anniversary of 
Blenheim to send his flag by a messenger, who 
delivers it to one of the members of the 
Queen’s household. 

' The enormously fat Duke of Wellington is a 
welcome guest at Windsor, while the Duke of 
Mariborough is not so. In fact, her Majesty 
has declined to accord the slightest recog- 
— to the latter since his accession to the 
title. 

‘On the death of his father" the Duke, in ac- 
cordance with traditional etiquette, requested 
an audience of the Queen for the purpose of 
returning to her hands the insignia of the 
Order of the Garter worn by his_ predecessor. 
This audience is invariably granted. 

The Queen, however. made an exception in 
his case, and absolutely refused to receive 
him, deputing one of the officials of the Lord 
Chamberlain’s office instead to receive the 
insignia in London. 

She is very fond of the Duke’s divorced 
wife, the Marchioness of Blandford, and

Europe by the new heresy, Lutheranism and 
Reformation.’”’ Thatisto say, Columbus in 
1492 set out to discover America as an offset 
to the Protestant Reformation, which had its 
Hence it follows 
that to ascribe the credit of the discovery of 
America to Columbus “ would be to publicly 
sanction the claims of the Church of Rome to 
this land and virtualiy to invite the Pope to 
come and take possession of it.” 

And yet. we fear that the World’s Fair Com- 
missioners will not be guided by this advice. 
Indeed, we can guess the arguments by which 
they will seek tu justify their course. They 
will admit the prior discovery of Markland 
and Vinland the Good by Leif Erikson and his 
Norse companions, [bey wiil concede the 
probability that Columbus learned in Iceland 
of the existence ofa continent beyond the 
Western Ocean. They may even. allow that 
Martin Alonzo Pinzon accompanied Cousin in 
1488 to the mouth ofa large river in an un- 
known Western country. They will not deny 
the inferiority of Columbus to Magellan, 
both as navigator and as leader of men. An‘! 
yet they will urge that 1492 begins an epoch. 
since in that year tne civilization of Europ: 
first planted its flag on the shores of the New 
World. It was 1492, they will say, that ap- 
pealed to the European imagination, and fed 
the flame of the Renaissance. Spain saw the 
value of her discovery; she conquered, colo- 
nized, explored; England, on the other hand, 
allowed a century to elapse before revisiting 
her new domain. The Spaniards found an 
abandoned claim, and worked it with success ; 
the Norsemen, who neglected to develop it, 
are not entitled to consideration, 

Mr. Shipley makes the suggestion that Bris- 
tol, Englead, should celebrate the 400th anni- 
versary of Cabot’s landfull in 1497. By all 
means. Bristol is a picturesque old city, and 
her connection with America has long been 
close. If she responds to the author’s sugges- 
tion, Americans will visit her quaint and 
storied streets with befitting interest.

“Matter, Ether, and Motion.” 

These, the factors of physical science, and 
their relations and properties as exhibited in 
phenomena, form the subjects of a treatise by . 
Prof. A. E. Dolbear of Tufts College (Lee & 
Shepard, publishers.) The book -treats of 
matter and its properties, ether, motion, 
energy, gravitation, heat, ether-waves, elec- 
tricity, chemism, sound, life, physieal fields, 
and mechanism. Of course it does not dis- 
cuss this formidable list of topics exhaus- 
tively, but it presents the basic principles in 
each departinent, and does so with the especial 
object of helping the general reader to under- 
stand what has been called the correlation of 
forces. points made are that 
within the last half century the fun- 
damental principles which were applied by Sir 
Isaac Newton and others to masses of matter 
have been applied to molecules, ‘and it has 
thus been discovered that all kinds of phe- 
nomena are subject to the same mechanical 
laws, atoms and molecules as well as the big- 
gest masses of the stellar system. It has be- 
come plain that however much the phe- 
nomena may seem to differ the factors are in 
each case the same. Therefore all the so- 
called forces of nature are seen to have no 
obiective existence as causes controlling phe- 
nomena, all of them being reducible to noth- 
ing more mysterious than a push ora puil. 
Hence the effort to reduce to mechanical con- 
ceptions the principles that underlie phenoin- 
ena in all departments, electricity being no 
more an exception in this respect than is the 
theory ot acoustics. 

A most important feature of the work is the 
relative prominence given to ‘*‘ether,”’ which 
the author has elsewhere referred to as bein 
perhaps the medium through which mind an 
matter react. This ether is regarded as neces- 
sarily filling up (in its own way) not only the 
whole space between us and the sun, but also 
the boundaries of the solar system; reaching 
even to the farthest stars in every direction, 
although our visible universe is so vast that a 
light-ray would take 10,000 years in crossing 
its diameter. He even suggests that we can- 
not explain the action of gravitation without 
reference to an ethereal medium, and quotesa 
passage from the * Principia’’ to show that-the 
idea presented itself to Newton. The 
ether appears not to be atomic in 
structure, presents no friction to 
bodies moving through it, and. is 
not subject to the law of gravitation. Hence 
itis hardly to be classed as matter, and the 
author insists upon drawing a sharp distinc- 
tion between the two. This distinction, he 
claims, must not be regarded as a dividing 
line between the partially known and the 
absolutely unknown, since our knowledge of 
this ether is nearly all of a negative character. 
His description ‘of vortex-rings in the second 
chapter may — his readers to see on what 
an exceeding.y slender foundation the whole 
theory rests. But as presenting! the latest 
scientific thought on the subject the volume 
is highly interesting. 


Brief Mention. 

“Social and Literary Papers,” by Charles 
Chauncy Shackford. The critical papers of 
the late Prof. Shackford, though devoid of 
marked originality, are stimulating and sug- 
gestive. Aischylus and Browning, fucian and 
Voltaire, Aristotle and Plato, Menander and 
Shakspeare are the subjects of a discussion 
which is always conducted with urbanity and 
good sense. Prof, Shackford’s tendency to 
ascribe to the classical writers an ethical and 
philosophical system resembling his own is a 
familiar phenomenon. Nothmg is more 
difficult than to divest oneself in fancy 
of most of one’s intellectual and spiritual 
inheritance. The poet, again, is best inter- 
preted by a fellow poet, not by preachers or 
philosophers, who are ready to yoke his 


chariot of controversy. For the most part, 
however, the author’s refiections ‘are as judi- 
cious as they are interesting. With Browning 
he was wholly in sympathy, and his paper, en- 
titled “‘The Pope, in ‘The Ring and the 
Book,’”’ is erenty worked ont.

Of course 
you all know how clvisonne is made, how the 
silver wire is fashioned out and soldered on the 
copper base of the article to be constructed, and 
that then into each interstice enamel is placed 
forming a figure, and.it is then baked and ground 
down and polished. The task seems endless, ‘but 
they are very patient.

The Rev. Brother Maurelian Talks of the 
Prospects and Plans. 

Bartrmorg, Md., July 22.—The Rev. Brother 
Maurelian of this city, the Secretary and Man- 
ager of the Catholic Educational exhibit for 
the Columbian Exposition of 1893 at Chicago 
has received a telegram from the Rt.-Rev. J. 
L. Spaulding, Bishop of Peoria and President 
uf the Catholic Educational exhibit, saying: 

I am in receipt of a cablegram from Mr. O'Con- 
nell, rector of the American College, Rome, an- 
nouncing a letter from His Holiness Pope Leo 
XILL., warmly commending the Catholic educa- 
tional exhibit for the Columbian Exposition and 
granting his apostolic benediction to all who 
shail in any manner coOperate in making it a suc- 


Brother Maurelian says of this educational 
exhibit: “We may expect about twenty 
diocesan exhibits. Several bishops have the 
matter under advisement with their clergy or 
diocesan boards and expect to report at an 
early day, while a number of prelates, who, 
for causes unsatisfactory to themselves, can- 
not easily decide upon diocesan exhibits, have 
recommended the schools in their dioceses to 
unite with the collective exhibits of religious 
teaching orders or other classes of exhibits. 
Sixteen of the leading religious teaching 
orders of men and women have signified their 
intention of preparing collective exhibits, and 
several orders have convened meetings of the 
superiors of their colleges and schools and 
have promised to report in the near future. 
Many of the institutions in charge of the secu- 
lar clergy and Jaity will likewise exhibit, and 
it is refreshing to find that among the iustitu- 
tions, male and female, that are to take part 
in the different classes of exhibits there are 
some of the highest in grade and most notable 
Catholic institutions in the United States.”’ 


Exposition Notes. 


At.its last meeting the City Council of 
Peoria passed a resolution censuring Congress for 
closing the World’s Fair Sundays, and hoping the 
directors would decline an appropriation on those 
terms and raise the money by selling bonds. 

One of the big exhibits at the Fair will be 
made by the Jeleba tin mine of Singapore. It is 
said that the Jelebu is the largest and oldest tin 
mining company in the Straits Settlements, and 
from this section is mined one-half the tin prod- 
uct of the world. 


William T. Harris. Commissioner of Educa- 
tion of the United States, will have charge of the

rought about by President Bonney of the World’s 
Congress Auxiliary. (President Bonney has in- 
duced the National Educational Association to 
forego its regular annual meeting next year and 
instead take part in the congresses.

The building will have an assembly room con- 
taining rows of little chairs and a platform from 
whicb stereopticon lectures will be given to the 
older boys and girls about foreign countries, their 
languages, manners, and customs, and important 
facts connected with their history, These talks 
will be given by Lindergarsen, who will then 
take the groups of children to se the exhibits 
from the countries about which | they have just 
heard. This audience room will) be available 
for musical, dramatic, and literary entertain- 
men's. 

Kindergarten teachers will stipervise the amuse- 
meats of these children ~vho are tinused to kinder- 
garten training. They welcome this opportunity 
of showing that their theories are so practical, 
and have made them so familiar with child life in 
all its phases that they can mak@ these little ones 
perfectly bappy, and yet give them instruction 
which is none the less valuable because received 
unconsciously. ‘ 

One of the numerous associations interested in 
such work will probably conduct a créche where 
young children can be left in care of ex- 
perienced nurses, who will provide for all their 
wants whilé their mothers are vigitang the various 
departments of the Exposition. 


A Model Play Room,

Model toys, the inventions of mechanics and 
scientists, will also be furnished, by means of 
which, after a child has finished playing with his 
steam-engine or photographic or telegraphic in- 
strument, he will not only have receiv great 
amusement, but willhave at his command the 
principles of science which may be useful to him 
during his entire life. 

In the center of the court it is intended to have 
a fountain, the wide shallow basin of which will 
be filled with fish and afford a place for the sail- 
ing of toy boats.

There he found Sir John Burgoyne, 
who placed his yacht at the disposal of the 
fugitives; and under Dr..Evans’ escort the de- 
pused Empress reached England.

They 
were treated by the English Queen with royal 
delicacy, invited to Buckmgham Palace, and 
in every way made to understand that they 
were still the friends\of the sovereign. Of 
course, as head uf the State, the Queen could 
do nothing to affront the new-born French 
Republic; but the Bonapartes were people of 
sense and tact, and careful not to offend the 
susceptibilities of either French or English. 
For a year or more they lived a simple, quiet 
life. Then the Emperor’s health, which had 
been failing before his downfall, gave way, 
and in 1872 he died. 

The Queen indicated her sympathy, and the 
English Nation showed the widowed exile the 
profoundest respect. The blow, of course, 
was terrible to ambition as well as to affec- 
tion; for with such a career as the Bonapartes 
had known they might have believed that a 
return to their throne was possible. 

Fate had another shock in store for the 
exile. Her soa, full of promise, bright, brave, 
courteous, was grateful for the reception his 
family had found in Engtand. He volun- 
teered in a petty African war and fell need- 
lessly in a skirmish with savages. In the 
whole world there could hardly have been a 
heart that did not feel for the mother so saaly 
stricken. , 

At first she was prostrated by the blow, but 
she recovered in time to receive the Prince’s 
body. The Queen put her arms around the 
weeping woman, for in such a grief each for- 
got her crown. It was as women and 
mothers, not as Queens reigning or exiled, 
that they wept together. As soon as she was 
able the Empress set out for Africa to visit 
the spot where her son had fallen, and in all 
the pages of the past there is no picture more 
pathetic than that of this once proud and 
beautiful sovereign traveling in mourning and 
obscurity thousands of miles to find the field 
where her‘ dynasty and her hopes went out 
together. 

er beauty is faded. The lovely tresses 
that were the admiration of a world are thin 
and white. That matchless form is shrunken 
and feeble now. She stumbles as she walks 
and carries a cane who once danced and rode 
so marvelously. Her imperial robes are ex- 
changed for plainest widow’s weeds; her 
jewels have been restored to France, which 
claimed them. She may not publicly. visit 
Paris, her former capital; but ’tis said she 
‘sometimes steals there to look at the spot 
where the Tuileries stood and her son was 
born, or to pray at Notre Dame, whére she 
became an Empress and a bride. 


GOOD FOR SUMMER LUNCHEONS. 


Suitable Dishes for the Season in Which 
No One Feels Like Eating. _— 

What to eat in summer, when nobody feels 
like eating more than enough to support ex- 
istence, is sometimes a serious consideration 
to the housekeeper. She, poor woman, is often 
at her wits’ end in catering for her family, 
some of whom like one thing and some an- 
other, and all of whom insist on daintily 
served appetizing. food. Ices and fruit, of

than an ice to sustain its strength and equip 
it for its day’s work. 

Salads may be almost indetinitely varied, 
and are acceptable to both eye and palate. 
Crisp green leaves of lettuce, making a bed 
on which lie silvery sardines, delicately gar- 
nished with slices of pale-rinded lemon, or 
having instead flaky pink salmon, or hard- 
boiled eggs, stuffed and spiced, then served 
with tnayonnaise, form a dish to set before a 
King or an epicure. Nobody, as a rule, likes 
cold boiled rice, but if when hot the rice is 
poured into small molds, then turned out 
and served in attractive guise, few will decline 
at least one he! ping. 

The prudent matron who boils a ham or a 
tongue from time to time has always soine- 
thing to fall back upon for the summer 
luncheon. Cold ham and thin bread and 
butter, followed by a course of fruit pie— 
either cherries, or currants, or gooseberries

REPRESENTS NEW ENGLAND LIFE. 


Something About Mary E. Wilkins, Whose 

Stories Everybody Knows. 

Mary E. Wilkins has a reticent, shy, but 
direct manner and a soft voice. She is a 
small woman with a delicate, girl-hke face 
and blonde hair. 

She was born in Massachusetts in Ran- 


' dolph, a typical New England village, and she 


makes the old colonial town her home, living 
in a white house, standing some distance back 
from the street, the conventional structure of 
early New England life, with severe outlines 
and unbroken pitched roof. The square rooms 
are an odd mixture of town and country, typ- 
ical rooms of a New England vi into 
which town tastes have crept. 

Like many other writers Miss Wilkins can- 
not remember when she began to write. She 
has always scribbled. 

Her stories are never actual studies from 
life. Few of the Besse in them have an 
actual existence, although, unconsciously of 
course, she has been taking umpressions and 
storing them up all her life, Her compre- 
hension of the people of whom she writes is 
an instinct, inherited perhaps. She says that 
once she comprehends a character she knows 
absolutely what that person would do under 
any circumstances; there is never any doubt 
in her mind about it. That- explains the 
realistic strength of her dialogue. 

It is not often that she describes any house 
accurately. Her imaginati which is very 
vivid, embelhshes her impressions until they 
are more real than real things to her. But 
once she has builded anything in her imagina- 
tion she never forgets it. In “Jane Field” is 


a house which may in a_ way be said to be }. 


froin a real edifice. That is the house to 
which Jane Field goes, the Maxwell house. 
The room in which the ri woman sat bolt 
upright in her bonnet aj! night is from a 
house in Randolph. Every bit of furniture in 
it, even the picture of “Zhe Deathbed of 
Daniel Webster” is there. 

Miss Wilkins works systemiatically, at least 
intends to do so. She usually writes 1,000 
words a day.. The ease with which she does 
that varies. Sometimes it takes but forty 
minutes, but that.is rare. Often when she is 
finishing a story she writes much more than 
1,000 words: She is very susceptible to sur- 
rcundings. In some she cannot write, 
though in her own home she writes in any of 
the three rooms she occupies, according to her 
fancy. The main idea of a story is’invariably 
defined clearly in her mitid before she begins 
to write, but the details of its development 
never come until pen and tmeet. Her 
subjects are suggested by merest hints in 
the characters and acts of people. 

Miss Wilkins shares an ambition to become 
a successful playwright, and she is at present 
hard at work on a five-act play. Like every- 
thing else she does, it is New England in char- 
acter, and in this instance a ial study, 
with a good deal of comedy. In addi- 
tion she is also busy with another long story. 
Although, while writing, dialogue comes per- 
fectly natural to her, gives her a 
deal of trouble often. oo eee,
